Lesbian 
couple likely 
committed 
suicide, 
cops say

P olice in Monterey County believe 
the deaths of a Long Beach les¬ 
bian couple found in an exclusive 
seaside resort were the result of a rit¬ 
ualistic suicide pact. 

Jacqueline Toves, 26, and her girl¬ 
friend, Abigail Tapia, 27, were found 
dead last Friday, October 10, in their 
rustic cottage at the Gorda Springs 
Inn in Big Sur, about 135 miles south 
of San Jose. The women were found 
by a hotel employee in the suite’s 
queen-sized bed. They were bound 
with tape and rope, and garbage bags 
were fastened tightly over their heads. 
Toves was wearing a grinning multi¬ 
colored mask and a feathered mask 
was found near the bed. 

Monterey County Sheriff-Coro¬ 
ner-Public Administrator Mike 
Kanalakis told reporters who had 
gathered outside his office on Mon¬ 
day, October 13, that the evidence 
points to double suicide. 

“Based on information gathered at 
the scene, including letters written by 
both women to family members, the 
sheriff’s office is investigating this as 
a suicide pact but further investiga¬ 
tions will be conducted,” Kanalakis 
announced. 

Toxicology reports will determine 
the cause of the deaths, county offi¬ 
cials said. 

The women checked into the 
hotel a week before they were found 
dead and requested no maid service. 
According to bankruptcy records 
cited by the Los Angeles Times , Toves 
owed more than $57,000 in credit 
card bills and $6,000 in medical 
bills. 

Toves’s father, Guam resident 
Francis Toves, told the San Jose Mer¬ 
cury News that his daughter attempt¬ 
ed suicide two years ago but he 
thought she was happy now in her re¬ 
lationship with Tapia. But Toves later 
told the Pacific Daily News in Guam 
that he didn’t think his daughter com¬ 
mitted suicide and that the incident 
two years ago was an accidental over¬ 
dose because of stress and was not a 
suicide attempt. 

The executive director of San 
Francisco Suicide Prevention, Eve 
Meyer, told the Bay Area Reporter that 
suicide pacts are rare and are most 
commonly seen in teenagers. Meyer 
said suicide pact victims often share a 
feeling that no one understands them, 
or they may feel that they’ve been 
shut out, marginalized, or excluded 
out of society. ▼

The agenda of the 
radical gay elite.” She 
wrote that the “gay elite” 
are the leaders of the Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, the 
Gay, Lesbian and 
Straight Education Net¬ 
work, the Human Rights 
Campaign, and the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. 

Bruce said she is par¬ 
ticularly bothered by the 
involvement of gay orga¬ 
nizations in children’s issues.

Police reform key issue in mayoral race

I t may not be at the top of vot¬ 
ers’ list of concerns, but reform¬ 
ing the city’s police department 
is becoming a major issue in the 
mayoral race. During Tuesday 
night’s televised mayoral forum on 
CBS affiliate KPIX Channel 5, the 
problems that plagued the depart¬ 
ment for the last year came up 
within the first 10 minutes when 
former supervisor and attorney 
Angela Alioto called for police re¬ 
form and referred to the now infa¬ 
mous Fajitagate scandal. 

When asked if there were any 
city streets' she would not want her 
daughter or granddaughter walk¬ 
ing down, Alioto used the question 
to say that even on tony Union 
Street, where three police officers 
allegedly beat up two men over a bag of steak 
fajitas, residents cannot feel safe in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

“That happened a block down from me,” 
said Alioto. “Right now we don’t have a sense 
of security. It starts with the mayor and it 
starts with the chief of police.” 

City Treasurer Susan Leal also railed 
against the current leadership of the police 
force in response to a question about re¬ 
forming the department. Leal, who has been 
endorsed by the gay and lesbian police offi¬ 
cers’ group the Pride Alliance, said if she be¬ 
comes mayor she will conduct a national 
search to select the next chief. 

“Our current leadership of the police de¬ 


partment does not serve them well,” said Leal, 
referring to the rank and file officers. 

Former San Francisco Police Chief Tony 
Ribera, the only Republican candidate in the 
debate, said he would also conduct a national 
search for a new police chief and would retain 
current chief Alex Fagan for at least the first six 
months. Ribera, who worked with Fagan at 
Southern Station, defended the chief as an “out¬ 
standing officer and an outstanding adminis¬ 
trator” and said there was no way Fagan could 
look impartial during Fajitagate since his son 
was one of the officers involved in the incident. 

The case rocked the police department 
throughout the first six months of this year. 
District Attorney Terence Hallinan indicted 


Fagan, former Chief Earl Sanders, and other 
top police brass on charges of conspiring to 
coverup the incident but eventually had to 
drop the charges due to a lack of evidence. 

Sanders, due to medical reasons, turned 
the department over to Fagan after the 
charges were dropped and eventually retired 
from the force this summer. Mayor Willie 
Brown, who defiantly defended his police 
command throughout the incident, then 
named Fagan as chief. 

“The case was badly mishandled by the 
mayor and the district attorney,” charged

Police probing East Bay 
transgender murder 
seek witnesses and info

I nvestigators are still looking 
for clues surrounding the 
homicide and possible hate 
crime of a transgender individual 
in the East Bay. 

Ricardo “Sindy” Cuarda, 24, of 
Richmond, was found bleeding 
from multiple gunshot wounds in 
the driveway of a San Pablo busi¬ 
ness in the early morning hours of 
October 1. She was taken to the 
hospital, where she died a short 
time later. 

Cuarda, who reportedly 
worked as a prostitute, was wear¬ 
ing a blouse and pants and was 
presenting as female at the time of 
her murder, causing many to be¬ 
lieve that her gender identity was a 


factor in the killing. Cuarda’s 
roommate also told reporters that 
Cuarda had been shot in the gen¬ 
itals, although police would only 
confirm that the fatal shots were 
fired into the upper torso area. 
San Francisco’s Community Unit¬ 
ed Against Violence, an LGBT hate 
crime and violence prevention 
and intervention organization, 
has also been in touch with the 
San Pablo Police Department, ac¬ 
cording to CUAV’s Hate Violence 
Survivor Program Director Tina 
D’Elia. 

“This murder is senseless and 
crushing” said D’Elia. “Heartless 
brutality such as this only under¬ 
scores the grim reality that trans¬ 
phobia is lethal and that as a soci¬ 
ety we must make certain that 
anti-LGBT violence education 


reaches our communities, our 
schools, and our own families.” 

At press time, however, San 
Pablo law enforcement said that 
bias was a possible - but not defi¬ 
nite - factor in the homicide. 

“We don’t have anything to 
substantiate that this murder was 
a hate crime. At the same time, 
nothing is being ruled out. The in¬ 
vestigation is still in its infancy,” 
Detective Gene Alameda told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

According to locals, Cuarda 
had worked an industrial stretch 
of Rumrill Boulevard near 
Chelsey Avenue. On the night in 
question, a few people saw Cuarda 
strolling the boulevard. Others re¬ 
ported hearing shots.

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Davis signs state 
equal benefits law, 
vetoes syringe bill

utgoing Governor Gray 
jj Davis signed into law a land- 
® mark domestic partners bill, 
authorized the formation of a task 
force to develop guidelines on the 
use of post-exposure prophylaxis 
for treating HIV, and approved a 
state ID card for medical marijua¬ 
na patients but vetoed a bill that 
would have allowed pharmacies to 
sell syringes without a prescrip¬ 
tion. 

The moves by the lame-duck 
governor over the weekend 
brought praise from gay rights ad¬ 
vocates and lawmakers as well as 
anger from AIDS advocates who 
have vowed to reintroduce the sy¬ 
ringe bill in 2004. 

By signing AB17, which pro¬ 
hibits the state from entering into 
contracts for goods and services 
totaling more than $100,000 with 
businesses that discriminate in 
benefits between employees with 
spouses and employees with reg¬ 
istered domestic partners, Davis 
made California the first state in 
the nation to enact equal benefits 
legislation. 

The bill, authored by Assembly 
Speaker Pro Tempore Christine 
Kehoe (D-San Diego), is modeled 
on San Francisco’s legislation, 
which has been enacted by sever¬ 
al cities across the state and has led 
many Fortune 500 companies to 
offer domestic partner benefits. 
“Governor Davis should be

commended for his leadership in 
signing this important worker and 
taxpayer protection measure,” 
stated Kehoe. “AB17 is based on a 
simple premise, all workers de¬ 
serve equal compensation. When 
public tax dollars are spent by 
public agencies to contract for 
goods and services, those tax dol¬ 
lars should not subsidize the dis¬ 
criminatory practices of any con¬ 
tractor.” 

AB17 is not scheduled to go 
into effect until 2007.

LGBT Legislative Caucus, which 
saw all four of its bills become law 
this session. In addition to the 
equal benefits ordinance, Davis 
signed a sweeping domestic part¬ 
ners bill, a bill that added protec¬ 
tions for transgenders in employ¬ 
ment and housing discrimination, 
and a bill that prohibits discrimi¬ 
nations against LGBT foster chil¬ 
dren or against LGBT adults who 
want to be foster parents. 

On Monday, Equality Califor¬ 
nia Executive Director Geoffrey 
Kors stated, “In signing this bill, 
Gray Davis has solidified his place 
in history as the governor who has 
signed more civil rights legislation 
affecting the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender community than 
any governor in the history of the 
nation. His commitment to equal¬ 
ity for all Californians has resulted 
in California having the strongest 
LGBT civil rights protections in 
the nation.” 

But AIDS advocates sounded a 
different note after Davis vetoed 
SB774, a bill that would have per¬ 
mitted adult Californians to pur¬ 
chase up to 30 syringes at licensed 
pharmacies without a prescrip¬ 
tion. Backers of the bill, intro¬ 
duced by state Senator John Vas-

Kamala Harris alleges 
coverup in DA’s office

S an Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney candidate Kamala Har¬ 
ris charged that incumbent 
Terence Hallinan is covering up 
allegations of misconduct against 
two members of his staff as the 
campaign turned increasingly bit¬ 
ter in the final weeks leading up to 
the November 4 election. 

Harris, speaking on the steps of 
the Hall of Justice Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 13, called for Hallinan to send 
both cases to the state Attorney 
General’s office. She was sur¬ 
rounded by supporters, including 
former City Attorney Louise 
Renne, members of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Officers Pride Al¬ 


liance, and Bay Area Lawyers for 
Individual Freedom. 

“These leaders are standing 
with me because we all agree that 
it’s time for a change,” Harris said. 
“It’s time to clean up the mess, the 
incompetence, and the pattern of 
coverups that have characterized 
Mr. Hallinan’s administration 
from the moment he took office.” 

The first case Harris cited in¬ 
volves allegations against Tony 
Saab, a criminal investigator in the 
D.A.’s office who is frequently Hal¬ 
linan’s driver. Saab, 51, is accused 
of using his authority to get his 
boyfriend, George Whittaker, 36, 
released from jail after he had 
been arrested on suspicion of 
drunken driving.

Migden to enter 2004 state Senate race

S he’s in. 

Ending months if not 
years of speculation, Board 
of Equalization Chair and former 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
announced this week that she in¬ 
tends to run for California state 
Senate next year, replacing 
termed-out Democratic state Sen¬ 
ator John Burton in the 3rd Dis¬ 
trict. Her signature gathering ef¬ 
forts will begin this weekend, with 
a casual kickoff in the Castro on 
Saturday, October 18, at noon. 

Migden, long a favorite Demo¬ 
cratic candidate who was voted 
into her offices overwhelmingly 
by constituents, is a left-leaning, 
openly lesbian, straight-shooting 
politician whose Assembly accom¬ 
plishments include creating the 
domestic partnership registry that 
by 2005 will grant most of the 
rights and responsibilities to 
same-sex couples that married 
spouses enjoy. As chair of the 
Board of Equalization, she creat¬ 
ed and passed the landmark rule 


change that allowed for domestic 
partners to inherit each other’s 
property without facing steep 
property tax increases. 

As a state senator, said Migden, 
her role would be to continue to 
build upon those achievements, 
ensure the implementation of re¬ 
cently passed legislation, and act 
as an energetic presence that will 
be particularly important in light 
of the new administration. 

“When I was contemplating a 
way to have a continuing career 
and an elevated level of service, I 
have to say this job has great ap¬ 
peal to me,” Migden told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “[Governor Davis] 
signed a tremendous amount of 
legislation that is going to take 
years to promote, implement, and 
showcase. We have a new gover¬ 
nor now, and we have a lot to do. 

“I plan to continue to work 
with the community around im¬ 
portant issues. With the recall out 
of our system, let’s move forward 
with some options that will bring 
stability to the state,” said Migden. 
“I want to continue to evolve and 
offer leadership, and to be a part 


of a team of legislators who will 
reinfuse the process with energy 
and direction.” 

The Senate district for which 
Migden is running is twice the size 
of her former Assembly district, 
encompassing San Francisco, 
Marin County, and part of Sono¬ 
ma County. She has already begun 
to do outreach to those commu¬ 
nities across the Golden Gate 
Bridge, which she describes as 
“like-minded progressive coun¬ 
ties” that are politically organized 
with Democratic leaders who are 
“excited” about their possibilities. 

The Democratic primary is 
March 2, 2004. Despite specula¬ 
tion, other potential powerful 
candidates such as Mayor Willie 
Brown have not yet announced 
their intention to run for the Sen¬ 
ate seat. 

This Saturday, Migden will be 
joined by a host of LGBT and 
community leaders to present an 
informal campaign launch at Cas¬ 
tro and Market streets; she en¬ 
courages everyone to drop by and 
“come talk to us - we’ll be in the 
neighborhood.” ▼

tomorrow in Oakland

ix feet under” is the tongue- 
in-cheek name of the busi¬ 
ness-oriented party and 
“memorial service” to be hosted 
by the East Bay Voice on Friday, 
October 17 at Chapel of the 
Chimes in Oakland. 

The event will mark the pass¬ 
ing of the East Bay Business and 
Professional Alliance, an LGBT 
nonprofit networking communi¬ 
ty born in 1983 that “died” in July. 
It will also celebrate the creation 
of a new LGBT business group 
based on a for-profit model. 

“There were a lot of people 
who liked the idea of the alliance, 
but not a lot of people interested 
in the work it took to make it hap¬ 


pen,” said Merle Yost, an original 
founder of the alliance, who 
added that being president of the 
organization was a 40-hour per 
week job “with no payoff.” When 
the alliance called for new board 
members, and nobody stepped 
forward, said Yost, it became ap¬ 
parent that its life was over. 

But all is not lost. Yost, who 
also publishes the online East Bay 
Voice newspaper, is behind the 
formation of a new group called 
East Bay Voice Business Network, 
which consists of the newspaper’s 
advertisers, who are automatically 
enrolled as members without a 
fee. The East Bay Voice Business 
Network will in effect be the “de 
facto gay chamber of commerce,” 
said Yost, and will focus on print¬

details, Alameda told the B.A.R. 
that he is still in need of informa¬ 
tion, including some basic educa¬ 
tion around the transgender com¬ 
munity and the practices and rou¬ 
tines of a very distinct subset of 
sex workers. Cuarda reportedly 
immigrated to the United States 
two years ago from Mexico and 
had worked for a while in San 
Francisco as a hairdresser before 
moving to the East Bay. San Fran¬ 
cisco police records show that 
Cuarda was arrested twice in the 


city on suspicion of solicitation; 
she was booked under the name 
Ricardo Segura, but no charges 
were filed, according to a story in 
the West County Times. 

“The transgender people I 
have spoken with have been noth¬ 
ing but helpful, and I appreciate 
that, because this is a whole dif¬ 
ferent environment I’m trying to 
become familiar with,” said 
Alameda, who emphasized that 
anyone with information - even 
tips about Cuarda’s possible alias¬ 
es, hang-outs, or clientele - should 
call him directly. 

“It doesn’t matter how minus¬ 
cule they think their information 


is; I’d be grateful to have it,” said 
Alameda. “I’m trying to under¬ 
stand a whole new way of life, and 
at the same time, trying to solve a 
homicide.” 

Alameda also said that anyone 
who knew Cuarda at all should 
step forward with information. As 
it stands, Alameda’s own research 
has revealed that “it seems that she 
went by both [names and gen¬ 
ders] , but if anyone that knew her 
wants to contact me, they could 
give me some insight into her life.”

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Reaffirming support for Harris 


L ast month, we endorsed Kamala Har¬ 
ris, a former prosecutor and current¬ 
ly a deputy city attorney, to replace 
Terence Hallinan as San Francisco district 
attorney. Despite a campaign misstep for 
which Harris has apologized and agreed to 
pay $34,000 in fines, we stand by our en¬ 
dorsement. The D.A.’s office under Hallinan 
has been marked by staff turnover, mis¬ 
management, and now, allegations of mis¬ 
conduct among two of his staff members. 
These deficiencies are merely the latest in 
what we believe to be a failed administra¬ 
tion that has done little to make the public 
have confidence in the office. Sadly, Halli- 
nan’s office has a reputation for either not 
prosecuting offenders at all or overcharging 
in cases only to have the charges dropped 
or greatly reduced. The former is particu¬ 
larly true in quality of life cases involving 
repeat offenders. While we support drug di¬ 
version programs and alternatives to incar¬ 
ceration for some, people who violate the 
law repeatedly should be prosecuted. 

The latest allegations of misconduct by 
two Hallinan staffers, including a gay inves¬ 
tigator and the head of the insurance fraud 
unit, underscore Hallinan’s apparent inabil¬ 
ity to be an effective manager. That, in turn, 
affects how the office operates, which affects 
how prosecutors do their jobs. While cer¬ 
tainly there are capable assistant district at¬ 
torneys and investigators working in the of¬ 
fice, leadership starts from the top and, in 
this instance, Hallinan has been slow to re¬ 
spond to the charges and to explain the 
problems to the public. 

In the first case, investigator Tony Saab al¬ 
legedly used the power of his position to 
spring his boyfriend from jail after he was 
arrested on suspicion of drunken driving. 
According to published reports, the incident 
happened last month, yet it was only last 
week that Hallinan acknowledged that an in¬ 
vestigation was being conducted. Saab al¬ 
legedly had told jail deputies that his 
boyfriend was in a witness protection pro¬ 
gram, yet prosecutors have not found any 
case in which the boyfriend, George Whit¬ 
taker, is a witness. Saab apparently flashed 
his badge at the jailers to get Whittaker re¬ 
leased. The allegations, if true, are a blatant 
abuse of power and should not be tolerated. 

The second case is equally disturbing. In 
that case, John Carbone, head of the insur¬ 


ance fraud unit, is accused of assaulting a 
Sacramento County deputy district attorney 
at a convention in Southern California in 
March. Hallinan’s office maintains that it 
did not hear about the alleged incident until 
July, many months after it had oc¬ 
curred. The reason for this is un¬ 
clear. Hallinan’s office maintains 
that it did not receive material , 
from Sacramento County offi¬ 
cials until that date. 

Currently, both Saab and Car¬ 
bone are not working. Saab is using va¬ 
cation time and will go on unpaid 
leave once that time is used 
up. Carbone has been placed 
on unpaid suspension. 

The incidents lead us to be¬ 
lieve that no one is in charge at the D.A.’s of¬ 
fice. If elected, we are confident that Harris 
would run a tight ship and that no one 
would be above the law. 

“I will apply the law equally,” she said at 
a Monday news conference. 

In regard to Harris’s campaign situation, 


she has acknowledged that a mistake was 
made when her campaign exceeded the vol¬ 
untary spending cap that she pledged to 
abide by earlier this year. She has accepted 
responsibility for the oversight, agreed to 
pay the fine to the city, and now carries dis¬ 
claimers on all her campaign mailers 
and Web site. She has agreed to work 
with the Ethics Commission to find 
“real-time solutions to clear up any 
confusion and protect the integrity of 
the political process.” 

In a statement released earlier this 
k month, Harris said that no one is 
perfect, and certainly she is 
correct on that count. We be¬ 
lieve there is a difference, 
however, between an uninten¬ 
tional mistake on the part of the Harris 
campaign and the apparent lack of over¬ 
sight and supervision in the current dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office. On November 4, 
readers can signal that a change is needed 
in the district attorney’s office and vote for 
Kamala Harris. T 




Where do we go from here?

W ith the October 7 recall election 
now behind us, many questions 
arise. How did this happen? What 
were the voters actually saying? Has there 
been a shift in party affiliation? What will 
the impact be on our queer community ? 

It does appear that California voters were 
expressing their anger and frustration in re¬ 
calling Governor Gray Davis. I do not be¬ 
lieve, however, that voters are angry because 
Democratic leadership restored the eight 
hour work day, provided paid family leave, 
safeguarded our environment from further 
degradation, guaranteed a woman’s right to 
choose, or recognized and respected do¬ 
mestic partnerships with added benefits and 
responsibilities. More likely, voters were ex¬ 
pressing their rage at the 300,000 California 
jobs lost (10 percent of the nation’s 3 mil¬ 
lion) since George Bush took office. They 
are angry watching their pension plans go 
up in smoke thanks to Kenneth Lay and at 
the hundreds of millions of dollars being 
spent on a failed Iraqi war which was sold 
to us in a package of lies, instead of on im¬ 
proving education, healthcare, and access to 
affordable housing. If recent polls are cor¬ 
rect, it is quite possible that George Bush 
would have been recalled last Tuesday. 

Nonetheless, our new governor-elect 
places in jeopardy so much of what we in 
San Francisco take for granted. Our strong 
Democratic majorities in both the state As¬ 
sembly and state Senate will be seriously 
challenged in 2004. The power of Mr. 
Schwarzenegger’s celebrity will be used 
throughout the state to oppose Democratic 


members in districts we never before con¬ 
sidered at risk. The governor-elect could 
also endorse a candidate such as state Sena¬ 
tor Tom McClintock (R-Thousand Oaks) in 
a run against our U.S. senator, Barbara 
Boxer. He has already threatened to take to 
the ballot any measures he supports which 
our Legislature does not. 

Within days of the historic signing of 
AB205, which greatly expands the scope of 
domestic partnerships in California, state 
Senator Pete Knight (R-Palmdale) 
and Assemblyman Ray Haynes (R- 
Riverside) filed papers with the sec¬ 
retary of state to place on the 
March 2004 ballot the repeal of 
AB205. Though a strong majority 
of Californians polled oppose dis¬ 
criminating against same- 
gender couples, these 
right-wing Republican 
legislators know the 
power of wedge politics. 

Once again, our lives and our rights will be 
placed before the voters in an up or down 
vote. In the coming weeks, I will invite our 
new governor to join Equality California, 
along with many other coalition partners, 
to denounce this hateful effort and to urge 
Californians not to sign the referendum pe¬ 
titions. We will ask him to exhibit his self- 
professed leadership by stating clearly his 
opposition to any measure that is designed 
to divide Californians. We will expect and 
accept nothing less from him. 

Throughout his campaign, Mr. 
Schwarzenegger’s Web site clearly stated his 
support for domestic partnerships and his 
belief that they should have full and equal 
protection under the law. As a result, the 


media repeatedly referred to him as “gay 
friendly.” Disturbingly, his campaign an¬ 
nounced just days before the election, that 
he would have vetoed AB205 had he been 
governor. This apparent flip, without any 
explanation, on one of our community’s 
most important issues, raises serious con¬ 
cerns. He must immediately clarify his po¬ 
sition by denouncing the referendum of 
AB205. He has said that he will be the peo¬ 
ple’s governor. Now it is time for him to be 
judged by his actions, not just his words. 
Should Mr. Schwarzenegger not strongly 
oppose the referendum, it will be 
clear to all that he lied to our 
LGBT community in pursuit of 
their votes. If that is his idea of 
“ending politics as usual” and of 
“cleaning house” so be it. 
Such a move would be a 
loud call to action for 
each of us. 

We who live in San 
Francisco are in a unique position. Though 
the recall effort succeeded statewide by a 
margin of 55 percent-45 percent, we defeat¬ 
ed it 80 percent to 20 percent. Not only did 
we resoundingly oppose the recall, only 18 
percent of local voters supported our new 
governor. Though he should be given every 
opportunity to bring health and prosperity 
to our state, it cannot and must not be at the 
expense of our community or any other mi¬ 
nority community. It will be our job to keep 
him true to his promises. T

Some years ago, the CSFI came to MUMC [Merchants 
of Upper Market and Castro] and offered to purchase 
four flags on an annual basis in an effort to 
maintain good-looking flags for the com¬ 
munity flag pole, which is overseen by 
MUMC. MUMC’s board gratefully ac¬ 
cepted this offer and for the past few years 
we’ve been blessed with fresh flags on an 
annual basis with proceeds coming from 
CSFI efforts. 

As president of MUMC I was the 
single person most responsible for 
prodding CSFI to become more respon¬ 
sive to the community and to encourage them to 
allow gate collections by community groups and shar¬ 
ing any largess from the fair with the community. In¬ 
terestingly, they decided to follow the example set by 
the Folsom Street Fair relative to gate collections and 
proceeds from beer booth sales.

Homelessness and the next mayor 

At least 169 homeless people died on the streets of 
San Francisco last year. Mayoral candidates are mak¬ 
ing the rounds and seeking our endorsement. Thirty- 
eight percent of likely voters surveyed in a poll car¬ 
ried out last year identified homelessness as the most 
important problem facing San Francisco. 

There are no quick fixes to this problem. As the di¬ 
rector of San Francisco’s leading organization pro¬ 
viding shelter for Latino working poor, I believe it is 
high time we got our house in order in San Francisco. 
We need leadership on the issues surrounding home¬ 
lessness. 

We do not have a homeless plan. Despite the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars spent each year; in spite 
of the thousands of hard working, well intentioned 
people; in spite of countless hours spent arguing over 
the issues; we do not have a comprehensive, or even a 
bare bones plan that is invested in by all key stake¬ 
holders. 

This is not for lack of trying. Over the last three 
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years, a tremendous effort was put behind a plan that 
would have the buy-in from advocates, service 
providers, government agencies, and homeless San 
Franciscans. The result was the Continuum of Care. 
The plan was stillborn. Even with the hard work of a 
wide variety of talented individuals, most of whom 
took time away from providing services, the plan 
ended up with serious gaps in it. 

So, even though there is a great deal that can be 
learned from the COC, and even though it has re¬ 
ceived accolades from many in the city, it sits on the 
proverbial shelf. Without a common comprehensive 
plan, or vision, we who live and work in San Francis¬ 
co are left to react as changes come at us. 

This year has seen at least three major issues that 
affect the poor of our city and how we treat them. 

The economy continues to be in a slump, adding 
to the number of skilled and unskilled workers who 
are jobless. 

• We have spent much of this year reacting to, argu¬ 
ing over, and planning to implement Proposition N, 
Care Not Cash. The voters passed this last year, only 
for it to be later nullified by a court ruling- The Board 
of Supervisors passed a watered down version that 
will have little real impact on the system. 

The federal government has mandated that cities 
implement a management information system to 
keep track of recipients of services. This is being im¬ 
plemented on a local level with an eye to reducing 
fraud. Computer scanners have been placed in all the 
shelters. Those with criminal records may self-select 
to spend the night on the street or in our parks rather 
than risk having their fingerprints scanned. Hardly a 
desired result. 

This is happening in the absence of a general plan 
or common vision. We have wasted a great deal of 
time and money arguing with one another with little 
real gain. Leadership on this issue is urgently needed. 

We should be demanding that the mayoral candi¬ 
dates articulate a vision and a method of dealing with 
San Francisco’s poor. Such a plan must have at a min¬ 
imum the following elements: 

A commitment to simplify San Francisco’s byzan- 
tine bureaucracy. We do not need a dozen city agen¬ 
cies duplicating efforts while not talking with one an¬ 
other. 

A commitment to confront advocates, service 
providers, businesses, unions, neighborhood associa¬ 
tions, and anyone else whenever we need to be re¬ 
minded that the role of government is to provide for 
the common good while protecting individual rights. 

The ability to bring together the divergent groups 
that make up this great city. That means all of us, not 
just the folks I agree with. 

An ability to be flexible, to listen to the undeserved 
and to re-think the status quo. 

We must elect a leader who can bring San Francis¬ 
co together to find solutions.

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Schwarzenegger: Why 
and how it happened

hankfully, it’s over and this 
might reek of sour grapes 

f but I still think it was a huge 
political injustice that barely 10 
months into a new gubernatorial 
term that he was duly and fairly 
elected to, Governor Gray Davis 
has been soundly recalled and 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, an Aus- 
trian-born bodybuilder-turned- 
actor-turned-politician, was cho¬ 
sen to replace him with a plurality 
of those voting October 7. 

Having said that, let’s take a 
look at how and why Davis man¬ 
aged to get booted by an elec¬ 
torate that re-elected him less 
than a year ago and how 
Schwarzenegger, who acknowl¬ 
edged having “behaved badly” 
toward women and who 
campaigned openly for 
George W. Bush in 
2000, managed to win as 
big as he did, with 48.7 
percent of the vote, 
according to unoffi¬ 
cial returns. 

First, Davis, 
never a popu¬ 
lar figure in 
California pol¬ 
itics, did just about everything 
wrong in the campaign. To the 
point, actually, that he managed 
to lose at least 25 percent of the 
traditional Democratic vote. 
Those Democrats didn’t necessar¬ 
ily want Schwarzenegger (indeed, 
most voted for Cruz Busta¬ 
mante even while at the same 
time voting against retaining 
Davis), but the fact still was clear 
- they wanted Davis out. 

Was Schwarzenegger’s win a 
big one? No doubt about it, 
though he still was elected with¬ 
out winning a majority of the 
votes, but what the hell, Republi¬ 
cans are used to winning office 
that way - can you say George W. 
Bush? 

There were many factors 
working against Davis in last 
week’s election. Not the least was 
the fact that many voters (includ¬ 
ing a lot of Democrats) didn’t re¬ 
ally like the choice they faced in 
the 2002 election between Davis 
and conservative Republican Bill 
Simon and many (again, includ¬ 
ing Democrats) saw the recall as a 
chance to fix that situation. Many 
traditional Democratic voters in 
California never really liked Davis 
and there was little that top De¬ 
mocratic figures like Bill Clinton, 
Al Gore, John Kerry, Jesse 
Jackson, or others who came 
here on his behalf could do about 
that fact. I don’t personally know 
Davis, but I know many who do 
and they say the man is simply 
not a likable guy; simply put, he 
reportedly has the personality of 
a wet rag. Wrongly or not, Davis’s 
personality problems were wors¬ 
ened by the fact that most of 
those who voted last week - 64 
percent according to a Los Angeles 
Times exit poll - blamed Davis for 
mismanaging all that went wrong 
with the state. Never mind that 
his Republican predecessor, Pete 
Wilson, along with a too-willing 
Legislature, was really to blame 
for the now-infamous state ener¬ 
gy crisis, helped along, too, by 
price-gouging energy companies 
headquartered out of Texas. A 
whopping 33 percent reportedly 
said they felt that Davis was in 
large part responsible for the Cal¬ 


ifornia energy crisis and another 
32 percent cited the budget crisis 
as a reason for voting against re¬ 
taining him. Never mind, of 
course, that the failed Bush eco¬ 
nomic program has another 46 
states in near-similar budget 
crises. Davis, almost exclusively, 
took the blame at the ballot box 
for what was only in a small part 
his doing. 

California Republicans, urged 
on by the national party, voted for 
the recall and against Davis by 
about 90 percent last week. Aided 
by disgruntled Democratic and 
independent voters, Davis was 
political toast from the day that 
the Bush White House conned 
Representative Darrell Issa (R- 
Vista) into funding the recall sig¬ 
nature gathering process to the 
tune of $2 million. 
Davis, a prolific 
fundraiser to say the 
least, was also hurt by 
the perception that 
he was usually more 
interested in person¬ 
al fundraising for the 
next election than in 
actually gov¬ 
erning, and 
that one had 
to donate to 
his campaigns in large numbers 
to gain access to him. That per¬ 
ception - partly true, I’m sure - 
has dogged Davis since he entered 
politics nearly 30 years ago. 

Finally, there was 
Schwarzenegger. Take a larger- 
than-life movie star with count¬ 
less millions of dollars in person¬ 
al wealth, aided by millions more 
in personal-interest political do¬ 
nations (don’t think for a second 
that he didn’t accept them, 
though he would like you to think 
otherwise), run a very short cam¬ 
paign that merely involves send¬ 
ing the celebrity candidate neatly 
packaged up and down the state 
tossing out T-shirts to star-struck 
crowds, repeating silly movie lines 
like “Hasta la vista, Davis,” but 
saying little else, and never agree¬ 
ing to a debate unless the ques¬ 
tions are provided beforehand, 
spend millions on slick Holly¬ 
wood-type movie ads ... Well, 
you get the idea. All that a suc¬ 
cessful campaign needs in addi¬ 
tion to all that is a very unpopular 
target - and Davis certainly pro¬ 
vided that - and all the demean¬ 
ing, womanizing charges coming 
out in the final week of the short 
campaign would matter little. A 
sure-fire campaign success that 
the Republicans ran very well. 
The result? Well, like it or not 
(and, proudly, 80.4 percent of San 
Francisco voters said they didn’t 
like the idea) California will 
shortly have an aging muscle¬ 
man governor whose political 
views we know very little about. 

That’s what it’s come down to 
- Arnold “The Gropenator” 
Schwarzenegger as governor of 
America’s most populous state. 
Hey, we’ll all live with it, though 
we don’t have to like it. Indeed, a 
couple of readers have already 
told me they are looking at prop¬ 
erty in Arizona. Probably not a 
bad idea.

Well, how about all those 
moral types praising Rush Lim- 
baugh for being so “honest and 
forthright” in finally admitting 
that he’s a stoned-out pill head, 
hooked for years on illegal drugs? 


Not a lot of “honesty” in his state¬ 
ment from where I sit. I mean the 
guy was outed by the National En¬ 
quirer, it’s not as though he want¬ 
ed anyone to know. Same thing 
about another national “moral 
crusader,” Bill Bennett, king of 
the Vegas gambling tables. Why is 
it that the hypocrites always seem 
to get done in themselves? 

And in Washington, the Bush 
White House is said to privately 
be celebrating the Arnold 
Schwarzenegger win in California 
but quietly worrying that the 
anti-incumbent rumble that 
seems to be building in other 
parts of the country could actual¬ 
ly run over into the 2004 presi¬ 
dential election. 

Candidates for the California 
Legislature must declare their in¬ 
tention to run in the March 2004 
primary within the next month, 
and apparently some Republicans 
are ready to punish state Senator 
Tom McClintock (R-Thousand 
Oaks), who pulled in well over a 
million votes in the recall while 
refusing to back out in favor of 
fellow Republican Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. Carpinteria 
businesswoman Beth Rogers, a 
wealthy Republican who ran for 
Congress in 2002, is reportedly set 
to challenge McClintock in his 
own party primary next March. 
Rogers lost a congressional race 
last year to incumbent Represen¬ 
tative Lois Capps, a Democrat. 

A little late now, but even some 
Republican strategists are saying 
that had those sexual charges that 
the Los Angeles Times brought out 
against Arnold Schwarzenegger 
been printed a month earlier, he 
could have been in real political 
trouble. The Hitler admiration ru¬ 
mors rolled off the actor-candi¬ 
date as well, as governor-elect 
“Nazis and Nipples” managed to 
avoid any meaningful interviews 
with the political writers right up 
until and including election day. I 
have to hand it to the guy, his 
campaign was masterful, but 
David Dreier, Darrell Issa and the 
rest of California’s GOP House 
delegation voted to impeach Bill 
Clinton for much less.

Well, 
let’s hope so senator, because you 
sure made life hell for Gray Davis 
every chance you had, if for no 
other reason than to show-you 
had the power to do so (and do 
we really give a damn that Burton 
and Schwarzenegger share Holly¬ 
wood friends, as Burton pointed 
out?). Mayor Willie Brown at¬ 
tended a post-election 
Schwarzenegger victory party in 
Sacramento.

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Arnold and the paranoid 
style in gay politics

f ill everyone in California 
and around the country 
please take a deep breath? 
It appears gay groups and leaders, 
especially in California, badly mis¬ 
judged the recent election recall¬ 
ing Democratic Governor Gray 
Davis and stridently overstated 
their case against his replace¬ 
ment, Republican Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. The recall 
was not about gay issues, it 
was about economics. 

And Schwarzenegger is 
in no sense “antigay”; he’s 
the kind of Republican who 
could help change the 
GOP for the better. 

There were sensi¬ 
ble reasons why a 
good citizen might have opposed 
the recall and might have been 
dubious about Schwarzenegger. 
The recall process undermines 
representative democracy, the 
basic design of our political sys¬ 
tem. There were also good reasons 
to be nervous about Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger, a novice who offered general¬ 
izations as a platform. 

But the fear that Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger would bring a right-wing 
Black Death to gays, a fear ex¬ 
pressed by some gay politicos dur¬ 
ing the campaign, was not sensi¬ 
ble. 

There were, first, the attempts 
by gay groups to use guilt-by-as- 
sociation arguments to dismiss 
the election as a “right-wing re¬ 
call” because it was initially fund¬ 
ed by a politician with antigay 
views. It was not that. In the end, 
the recall was supported by a 
strong majority of the state’s vot¬ 
ers in a high-turnout election. 
Solid blocs of Latinos, union 
members, the poor, and women 
supported it. 

Even 42 percent of gay voters 
backed it in a state where they are 
probably even more liberal than 
elsewhere in the country. No won¬ 
der. The recall had nothing to do 
with voter resentment over social 
issues like domestic partnerships 
or gay rights generally. Not every 
election is about us. 

There were, second, the hyster¬ 
ical denunciations of 
Schwarzenegger as some kind of 
crypto-fascist out to repeal all gay- 
rights laws and then perhaps to 
exterminate us. Openly gay San 
Francisco Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano predicted that gay-friendly 
state laws “would be jeopardized.” 
Geoff Kors, the leader of Equality 
California, a statewide gay lobby¬ 
ing group, cautioned that a win 
for Schwarzenegger would “em¬ 
power” the “right wing” to recall 
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“not just the governor, but the 
gains we have made for LGBT civil 
rights during his administration.” 
In a front-page story on the eve of 
the election, one gay newspaper 
published completely unsubstan¬ 
tiated, last-minute “rumors” by 
anonymous sources that 
Schwarzenegger “supported 
apartheid.” 

Hyperventilating harder than 
anyone else, however, was open¬ 
ly gay state Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco), who knows bet¬ 
ter. “Our community 
needs to come out and 
vote as if our lives depended 
on it,” he warned, “ because 
they do” Get that? 
Schwarzenegger is 
out to kill you. 

All of this was at 
stark variance with the facts. 
Schwarzenegger is a moderate, 
even liberal, Republican on social 
issues like abortion and gay rights. 
A statement on his official cam¬ 
paign Web site affirmed this: “I am 
for equal rights for all,” said the 
supposed Hitler wannabe. “I do 
believe that gay couples are enti¬ 
tled to full protection under the 
law and should not be discrimi¬ 
nated against based on their rela¬ 
tionship.” 

Sounds like support for antidis¬ 
crimination laws and for domes¬ 
tic partnerships to me, views 
Schwarzenegger confirmed in live 
television interviews. It’s no sur¬ 
prise that fully one-third of gays 
voted for Schwarzenegger. And 
even that number, relying on an 
exit survey of self-identified gays, 
is probably an undercount of the 
gay vote for Schwarzenegger. 

Schwarzenegger opposes gay 
marriage, true, but so do the lead¬ 
ing Democratic contenders for 
president and so does Davis him¬ 
self. It’s also true that, again on the 
eve of the election, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle reported 
Schwarzenegger “would not have 
signed” the comprehensive do¬ 
mestic partners legislation recent¬ 
ly enacted in California. But the 
story gave no source or rationale 
for this purported policy view, 
and I have seen no confirmation 


of it from Schwarzenegger’s camp. 

What counts now is whether 
Schwarzenegger would support a 
repeal of the new domestic part¬ 
ners law, something being pushed 
by one of California’s genuine far- 
right-wingers, state Senator Pete 
Knight (R-Palmdale). 

As of now, there is no reason to 
believe Schwarzenegger will back a 
repeal. He has publicly supported 
domestic partnerships. Further, he 
does not owe the far right anything; 
their candidate was social-conserv¬ 
ative state Senator Tom McClintock 
(R-Thousand Oaks), who finished 
with just 13 percent of the vote 
compared to Schwarzenegger’s 
nearly 49 percent. 

Many gay leaders and organi¬ 
zations in California and around 
the country seem to lack any un¬ 
derstanding of the GOP, particu¬ 
larly the active struggle between 
those in the party who see no rea¬ 
son to hound gays and those who 
think they are commanded by 
God to do so. They have no ap¬ 
preciation of the significance of 
electing a gay-friendly Republican 
governor in the nation’s most 
populous state. Schwarzenegger’s 
election demonstrates how much 
the national party has to gain by 
embracing a big-tent strategy. 

Blind to this, gay organizations 
know only one rule: all Democrats 
good, all Republicans really bad. 

This cartoonish world-view re¬ 
minds me of what historian 
Richard Hofstadter had to say 
about the excesses of the far right 
in his 1964 book, The Paranoid 
Style in American Politics. Extreme 
conservatives, he argued, took 
sound positions - like anti-Com- 
munism - and warped them into 
conspiratorial lunacy. The ex¬ 
tremists lacked any sense of pro¬ 
portion. 

When it comes to the GOP, gay 
activists often exhibit their own 
paranoid style. Reasonable concern 
about the party is morphed into 
take-no-prisoners rage. Where 
there is nuance, they see stealth. 
Where there is clear support, they 
see outright opposition. Where 
there are potential friends, they see 
bigots. Their paranoia is discredit¬ 
ing them, and hurting us. T

Franklin (at Geary), on Saturday, 
October 18 at 7:30 p.m. 

Written as an “agitprop” device 
for Waldman to encourage media 
archives preservation, Saturday’s 
play stars writers Kota Ezawa, Steve 
Dickison, Jocelyn Saidenberg, 
Wayne Smith, Rex Ray, Cecilia 
Dougherty, Mary Kite, Karla Milo- 
sevich, and Will Yackulic.

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Gender, gender, who’s got the gender?

■ want to take a moment and 
look at gender, because it may 
help to explore what it is be¬ 
fore one can really grasp the horns 
of this beast called transgender. 

The problem is, I’m not exact¬ 
ly sure we can even truly look at 
gender. The trouble is that gender 
is a mirage: substantial from a dis¬ 
tance but, when examined 
closely, without real sub¬ 
stance. 

When I was young, I 
dare say, gender was a lot 
easier. If I walked into 
the local dime store, gen¬ 
der was as easy 
as turning to the 
left to see the 
row of girl’s toys, 
or to the right to see the racks of 
boy’s toys. It couldn’t get any sim¬ 
pler than that. 

Our society still wants it to be 
that simple. We have clothing, 
magazines, and now even televi¬ 
sion for men and women exclu¬ 
sively. Just about every product 
that is foisted on us includes with¬ 
in it some idea of what gender it is 
truly meant for. A deodorant may 
well be strong enough for a man, 
but it is made for a woman - don’t 
make any mistakes and pick out 
the wrong stuff! 

It is more than just about the 
products we consume, however. If 
one is to read books like Men Are 
From Mars, Women Are From 
Venus - and the myriad of similar 
books in the same vein - the two 
most common genders inhabiting 


this planet don’t even speak the 
same language. 

It takes me back, yet again, to 
my youth. Language and gesture 
was taught on the schoolyards of 
my childhood, just as surely as the 
“three Rs” were expounded on in 
the classrooms. 

Boys didn’t use words like 
“pretty,” nor did they cross their 
legs or hold their hands in certain 
ways. If you did, well, you were 
somehow less of a man. 

This wasn’t something 
that only little boys faced, 
mind you. The same was 
true over in the other side 
of the room. Don’t sit with 
your legs open, don’t be 
“coarse,” and so 
on. To be a real 
woman, it 
seemed, you 

had to be a lady. 

I can no longer be labeled as 
being in my youth. My gray hairs 
betray me. As such, I find that 
these definitions of gender formed 
in my own youth are remarkably 
lacking. Now this thing called 
“gender” is as elusive as the games 
of “keep away” played on the 
blacktop in my elementary school. 
It’s just out of reach. 

In my youth, long hair was 
seen as something effeminate, 
even as the embers of the 1960s 
and 1970s had grown cold. Men 
with earrings were uncommon, 
and even then only one ear shalt 
be pierced. 

Women’s suits were a new 
fashion, as women started to be 
seen in the workplace. Skirts and 
dresses were still the rule more 


than the exception, makeup and 
“big hair” were still very much the 
norm. 

I assure you, this really wasn’t 
all that long ago, and there are still 
plenty of rules to be had that are 
akin to the above. We still live in a 
world that contains barber shops 
and beauty parlors, and still sells 
clothing in separate departments 
for women and men. 

Our society is clinging onto 
these distinctions, trying to hold 
them as close to the heart as they 
can. At the same time there isn’t 
anything actually in our clutched 
hands. 

Today, while it is still not as 
common as I’d like to see, women 
can be found in boardrooms and 
loading docks. Jeans are as com¬ 
mon on men as women, and 
much of the rest of regular wear is 
falling into the realm of either of 


these genders. Men, too, can be 
seen sporting as many earrings as 
women, and hair grooming op¬ 
tions have ever-so-slowly opened 
up from the short cuts of my 
childhood. 

While a lot of the social mores 
of so-called men’s and women’s 
behavior is still stuff at the level of 
the schoolyard, even some of this 
is shifting. It becomes harder to 
define a man or a woman against 
a solid stereotype, as both genders 
are represented by any number of 
different examples. 

So if there is no solid idea of 
what gender is, then how does one 
know if their behavior is trans¬ 
gender? There may well be no 
solid answer. 

Today, it is common to see any 
number of men wearing any 
number of earrings, yet they 
would not often be considered a 


traitor to their gender. Women, 
too, have more options than being 
only the prim and proper lady of 
days gone by, while still retaining 
their claim to womanhood. 

When I look at my typical 
mode of attire - jeans, sneakers, a 
simple blouse or T-shirt, and 
maybe a blazer or jacket -1 see at¬ 
tire that, aside from maybe cut 
and color, could be worn by any 
number of genders. As a transgen¬ 
der woman, that makes me smile, 
knowing that my gender isn’t de¬ 
fined by something as simple as 
the clothes I happen to pick off 
the rack at my local store. 

Indeed, while we still live in a 
world that is trying to define 
things against a gender binary, 
those binaries are becoming hard¬ 
er and harder to define. That is the 
illusion of it all. If we could set a 
stereotypical norm for the two 
most dominant genders - and 
knowing that so very few could fit 
such a standard - would we all 
end up being transgender? 

We are left with the same prob¬ 
lem with which we began. We 
know that transgenderism may 
involve a transgression or a tran¬ 
scending of an assigned gender - 
but those genders are shifting 
sands, lacking any real substance 
to hold onto. That may well be a 
good thing. ▼

Survey teases out 
mayoral candidates’

Ribera staked out middle-of-the- 
road positions - albeit ones that 
would be considered liberal outside 
San Francisco. Schulke’s response 
reflected the most conservative 
viewpoint. 

“Many of [the survey’s] ques¬ 
tions advocate the destruction of 
both family and moral values,” he 
said. 

On the issue of federal restric¬ 
tions on local HIV prevention 
programs, Ammiano said he con¬ 
siders it “a primary duty to con-

tinue support for HIV education 
and prevention activities.” 

According to Winnicker, Leal 
believes “local experts know best 
about how to educate their own 
community.” 

While Denny considers HIV ed¬ 
ucation “a very good idea,” he said it 
was not City Hall’s job, instead fa¬ 
voring tax credits for private groups 
to undertake such efforts. 

On the related topic of absti¬ 
nence-only sex education, Ammi¬ 
ano said it is “irresponsible to 
provide youth with limited infor¬ 
mation on how they can literally 
save their lives.” 

Shanley told the B.A.R. that 
Newsom supports local funding 
for comprehensive sex education. 
And, according to Winnicker, 
‘‘Susan thinks we need to deal 
with what’s really in people’s lives 
- abstinence-only isn’t reality.” 

On the controversial issue of 
reopening the city’s bathhouses, 
Ammiano said he would “support 
efforts to create, rebuild, or re¬ 
open sex-positive arenas that are 
safe and transcend our fears of 
HIV/AIDS,” but “can’t yet say that 
reopening the bathhouses suffi¬ 
ciently protects the public health.” 

Denny said he would “get City 
Hall out of all these kinds of pri¬ 
vate, personal issues,” while Rib¬ 
era, Schulke, and Leal all view 
bathhouses as a public health risk. 

Ammiano said he would work 
to ensure continued funding for 
public health clinics that provide 
sexual and reproductive health 
services. “I am committed to en¬ 
suring that the full panoply of 
health education and prevention, 
women’s health and abortion pro¬ 
grams, the HIV/AIDS Ward [at SF 
General Hospital], and mental 
health services remain intact re¬ 
gardless of the availability of fed¬ 
eral dollars,” he said. Ribera would 
work with the Heath Commission 
and the director of public health 
“to ensure that critical programs 
are funded.” Denny would not 
spend public money, but would 
encourage volunteer organiza¬ 
tions to provide such services. 

Asked what he would do to 
provide for a safe and healthy en¬ 
vironment for sex workers, Denny 
vowed, “I would stop the police 
from arresting people for engag¬ 
ing in private and personal activi¬ 
ty.” Said Ammiano, “I will contin¬ 
ue to fight against harassment of 
sex workers and their patrons by 
law enforcement. If prostitution 
was decriminalized, appropriate 
health and safety standards could 
be adopted.” But Leal - who serves 
on the board of SAFE House, an 
organization that helps women 
leave prostitution - does not sup¬ 
port legalization. “She doesn’t be-

T his week the San Francisco 
Study Group on Sex and 
Politics released results from 
the first-ever survey of mayoral 
candidates’ positions on issues re¬ 
lated to sexual cultures and poli¬ 
cies, including abstinence-only sex 
education, reopening bathhouses, 
and policies toward sex workers 
and public nudity. 

The Study Group, formed in 
1983, promotes new thinking 
about sex, sexual identities, and 
sexual practices, and encourages 
activism to preserve sexual cul¬ 
tures and protect sexual civil lib¬ 
erties; it is not a political club and 
does not make endorsements. 

“This is the first time that can¬ 
didates for public office have been 
asked explicitly about their posi¬ 
tion on a broad range of issues in¬ 
volving sex and sexual cultures in 
San Francisco,” said group mem¬ 
ber Dara Sklar. “We are delighted 
that some of the candidates un¬ 
derstood the importance of re¬ 
sponding to inquiries from citi¬ 
zens about these issues.” 

Among the candidates, only 
Board of Supervisors member 
Tom Ammiano, former San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Chief Anthony Rib-

era, entrepreneur Michael Denny, 
and consultant Roger Schulke re¬ 
turned responses to the survey. 
Study Group member Eric Rofes 
expressed disappointment that 
other candidates were not as 
forthcoming. 

“The fact that several candi¬ 
dates who claim to be ‘liberal’ or 
‘progressive’ refuse to go on 
record on these matters shows 
how much work we have ahead of 
us,” he said. 

Spokesmen for Gavin Newsom 
and Susan Leal said their candi¬ 
dates were overwhelmed with sur¬ 
veys and couldn’t respond to them 
all. 

“It was not a slight,” said New¬ 
som spokesman John Shanley. 
“We’re inundated with question¬ 
naires and try to answer as many 
as we can.” 

Likewise, Leal spokesman Tony 
Winnicker said, “We get hundreds 
of questionnaires, and we do our 
darnedest to respond to all of 
them.” 

Winnicker answered several 
survey questions for the Bay Area 
Reporter on Leal’s behalf. The An¬ 
gela Alioto and Matt Gonzalez 
campaigns did not return calls 
from the B.A.R. by press time. 

Study Group member Tim 
Vollmer said the survey was well 
Received for the .most part, but 
candidates seemed “cautious and 
afraid that third parties might use 
their responses to slander them.” 
According to Vollmer, campaign 
spokeswoman Barbara Meskunes 
said that Alioto told her staff not 
to respond to the “inappropriate” 
survey. 

The survey revealed vastly dif¬ 
ferent values related to sexual issues 
and widely varying perspectives on 
the role of the mayor. Keeping with 
his Libertarian stance, Denny op¬ 
posed government interference and 
regulation, but also was against 
government funding. Ammiano 
and Leal both expressed progressive 
positions, disagreeing only on the 
decriminalization of prostitution.

Ribera on Tuesday night. 

The case further frayed an al¬ 
ready strained relationship be¬ 
tween the D.A.’s office and the po¬ 
lice department, roiled City Hall, 
and called into question the role 
of the city’s Police Commission. 
In response to the uproar, super¬ 
visor and mayoral candidate Tom 
Ammiano placed Proposition H 
on the ballot, a measure that aims 
to restructure the police commis¬ 
sion and strengthen the Office of 
Citizen Complaints, a police 
watchdog group. 

The Charter amendment 
would increase the number of po¬ 
lice commissioners from five to 
seven, with the mayor nominating 
four members and a committee of 
the Board of Supervisors nomi¬ 
nating three. Each member would 
have to be confirmed by a major¬ 
ity of the board and the mayor 
could remove his or her ap¬ 
pointees only with the approval of 
a majority of the board. 

Currently, the mayor appoints 
all five members of the Police 
Commission and the supervisors 
can either approve them or reject 
an appointee by a two-thirds vote. 
The measure would also allow the 
OCC to file charges against police 
officers after conferring with the 
police chief. In general, the chief 
would have to allow the OCC time 
to file those charges before the 
chief could reprimand or suspend 
the officer; however, the chief 
could temporarily suspend an of¬ 
ficer without OCC approval. 

Ammiano’s measure has the 
support of several mayoral candi¬ 
dates, including board President 
Matt Gonzalez, Alioto, and Leal. 
Libertarian candidate Michael 
Depny,, Who fayqrs legs govern¬ 
ment intervention, said the mea¬ 
sure in fact doesn’t go far enough 
in dealing with the problem of po¬ 
lice oversight. 

“I would personally make the 
Office of Citizen Complaints have 
two seats on the commission,” he 
said. “If the job of the police is to 
protect the citizens, then why are 
they so afraid of citizen review?” 

While the measure has the sup¬ 
port of the city’s gay political 
groups, the gay police organiza¬ 
tion does not believe restructuring 
the commission is the answer. The 
Pride Alliance is opposing Propo¬ 
sition H. 

“I don’t think we need a Prop. 
H; it can be accomplished in other 
ways. Do we need more members 
of the Police Commission? I don’t 
think so,” said Inspector Lea 
Militello, a co-chair of the Pride 
Alliance. “I guess I would like to 
the see the police department be 
less politicized. You are just creat¬ 
ing a bigger political web than you 
need to have.” 

Joining police groups in op¬ 
posing the measure is Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom, the perceived 
front-runner in the mayoral race. 
Newsom instead wants to focus 
on helping the department im¬ 
prove its crime-fighting technolo¬ 
gies such as crime-mapping and a 
new crime record management 
system the department hopes to 
have installed by 2005. 

“I believe improving the way 
the SFPD gathers and reports 
crime data, and holds its com¬ 
manders accountable for achiev¬ 
ing results with that information, 
will give San Franciscans the first- 
rate crime solving and prevention 
system they deserve,” states New¬ 
som in a policy brief on police is¬ 
sues. “I want San Francisco to im¬ 
prove outcomes, like reduced 
crime and increased public safety, 
not just outputs, like the number 
of arrests.” 

Alioto has repeatedly said she

would “put disciplinarians at the 
top” of the department while Leal 
has said she would give police of¬ 
ficials objective standards she 
would expect them to meet. 

While two of the minor candi¬ 
dates in the race are more focused 
on homelessness than on improv¬ 
ing the police department, they 
both have several ideas on where 
the police should be focusing their 
attentions. Roger Schulke has said 
he would direct the police to en¬ 
force current rules against com¬ 
mon homeless practices such as 
public defection and urination, 
sleeping on the street, blocking 
doorways, and aggressive panhan¬ 
dling. He also wants the police to 
conduct raids on homeless en¬ 
campments as soon as they are 
discovered. 

Jim Reid, a gay man and peren¬ 
nial candidate for mayor, wants to 
work with the police, as well as 
drug addicts, drug dealers, and 
private citizens to tackle the city’s 
drug problems. While he wants to 
get drug dealing off the streets, his 
other views are at odds with cur¬ 
rent police efforts to shut down 
several houses in the Castro where 
drug dealing is a problem. 

“If people buy, sell, and use 
drugs in private and take respon¬ 
sibility for their actions while 
under the influence, perhaps we 
should look the other way,” said 
Reid. 

The first change in the depart¬ 
ment the next mayor will tackle is 
selecting the next police chief. The 
issue has been used by several can¬ 
didates as a carrot at times to get 
the gay vote during this year’s 
mayoral race. Both Alioto and Rib¬ 
era have said their list of possible 
candidates for chief include high- 
ranking lesbians on the force. 

Two of the gay candidates in 
the race, Leal and Ammiano, are 
also said to be eyeing naming a 
lesbian to lead the department. If 
the next mayor does select a les¬ 
bian as chief, San Francisco would 
become the largest city in Ameri¬ 
ca to have an out LGBT person in 
command of its police depart¬ 
ment. 

But that distinction aside, 
management of the police depart¬ 
ment has wide-ranging impacts 
on the city’s LGBT community. 
Since the inception of the Pride 
Alliance last summer, the lack of 
gay men on the force, estimated to 
number less than 50 in a city said 
to have upwards of 70,000 LGBT 
residents, has become a flash point 
for the problems that ail the de¬ 
partment. This fall the depart¬ 
ment’s promotions policy and the 
fact that no openly gay men serve 
among the highest ranks of the 
department became an issue. 

When the scheduling of a test 
that allows sergeants to move up 
in rank would have kept several 
gay men from having the possibil¬ 
ity to advance, it took an intense 
lobbying effort and threats of a 
lawsuit to convince top depart¬ 
ment brass to change the date of 


the exam. 

Another issue the next police 
chief will face is soothing relation¬ 
ships between the department and 
the D.A.’s staff. This is especially 
important to new efforts amid the 
city’s gay officials who are trying 
to tackle what they call an epi¬ 
demic of speed use by gay men. In 
the past, the two departments 
have been at odds on how best to 
handle drug dealers and people 
who abuse drugs. 

For the city’s LGBT police offi¬ 
cers, they hope to have a better 
line of communication with the 
next mayor and see that the rank 
and file of the department have a 
say in the selection of the next 
chief. 

“The next mayor of this city 
will choose the next leader of this 
police department and th^t is 
huge. And I think people know 
that,” said Militello. “I think clear¬ 
ly what the LGBT cops, what we 
are looking for, is to be able to 
have a voice inside City Hall, to 
have a line of communication. We 
haven’t always had that. The ex¬ 
pectation is there to be able to play 
a part and have our voices heard 
in terms of the selection of a new 
police chief. That is huge for our 
members.” 

For the majority of gay and les¬ 
bian officers, Leal is viewed as the 
best candidate to have in the 
mayor’s office. Militello said the 
officers did not make there assess¬ 
ment based on if Leal would name 
a lesbian as chief, but because she 
has been a strong ally to the LGBT 
community. 

“I think with Susan it is quite 
frankly her history. She has always 
been there for gay cops whenever 
we have had an issue,” said Militel¬ 
lo. “She is a coalition builder. She 
brings people together and I think 
she is effective that way.” ▼

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Study refutes notion 
that gay Asians are 
immune to HIV

S an Francisco researchers are 
warning there are troubling 
signs that HIV and other 
sexually transmitted diseases are 
on the rise in the city’s gay Asian 
men. 

In an as yet unpublished arti¬ 
cle based on the results of a three 
year study conducted with gay 
Asian men, the researchers sound 
an alarm that time is running out 
to prevent the spread of HIV 
among this at-risk population. 

“Data from San Francisco sug¬ 
gest that risk for HIV infection 
among API MSM has increased 
from 1999 to 2002. Indeed, our 
data indicate that sexual risk be¬ 
havior and STD incidence among 
API MSM have recently surpassed 
that of white MSM in San Fran¬ 
cisco,” write the researchers in the 
study. 

The study results debunk a 
common myth among many gay 
Asian and Pacific Islanders who 
believe that they are somehow im¬ 
mune to acquiring HIV. 

“The API community is seen as 
a model minority and hold these 
beliefs that are not true. They are 
assessing their risk based on that 
cultural perception or myth,” said 


Tri D. Do, a post-doctoral research 
fellow at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies. 

In the article, a copy of which 
was provided to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter , the researchers warn that 
while it has been assumed in the 
past that gay Asian men show lit¬ 
tle risk for acquiring HIV and 
other STDs, recent trends in un¬ 
safe sex among gay Asians suggest 
that they are showing a higher risk 
for HIV than compared to white 
gay men. 

According to the paper, start¬ 
ing from lower levels in 1999, un¬ 
protected anal intercourse with 
multiple partners, unprotected 
anal intercourse with multiple 
partners of unknown HIV 
serostatus, the incidence of male 
rectal gonorrhea, and the inci¬ 
dence of early syphilis among API 
MSM surpassed levels among 
white MSM in 2002. 

“A window of opportunity to 
prevent further spread of HIV 
among API MSM may be closing,” 
warn the researchers in their 
paper. 

While gay Asian men remain 
under-represented among the 
city’s AIDS cases, at 2.7 percent, 
with respect to their estimated 
makeup in the gay community, es¬ 


timated at 4.5 percent, the re¬ 
searchers warn that data show this 
trend is changing. Gay APIs ac¬ 
count for 6 percent of male rectal 
gonorrhea cases and 7.4 percent of 
early syphilis cases. Health offi¬ 
cials repeatedly warn that rises in 
these STDs usually are indicators 
for spikes in HIV rates. 

The study found that the inci¬ 
dence of HIV among those gay 
API surveyed was at 1.8 percent, 
just short of the rate of 2 percent 
for the gay community as a whole. 

“The incidence rate has largely 
caught up to the rest of the gay 
community. It means that the gap 
could be closing fast,” warned 
Willi McFarland, the health de¬ 
partment’s director of HIV/AIDS 
statistics and epidemiology. “This 
is a community that falls under 
impending doom.” 

At the request of the city’s HIV 
Prevention Planning Council, the 
health department and Stop AIDS 
Project outreach workers spent 
three years, from 1999 to 2002, in¬ 
terviewing 496 gay APIs ranging 
from 18 to 29 years old. Among 
those men interviewed, the re¬ 
searchers found many troubling 
results. 

Of the men surveyed, 47 per¬ 
cent said they had had unprotect-

U omelessness may be the 
T' most politicized issue in 
' § San Francisco these days, 
but the folks at Dolores Street 
Community Services would 
rather keep it personal on Thurs¬ 
day, October 23. 

From 6:30-8 p.m., DSCS will 
host a unique public event in the 
form of an awards presentation 
and open house at its Dolores 
Shelter, at 601 Dolores Street. 

The annual awards reception, 
like many such events, will be ac¬ 
companied by dinner and an all- 
star guest list. This is one evening, 
however, where the guests and the 
homeless will be side by side; at¬ 
tendees will be asked to register at 
the shelter, complete with the fin¬ 
gerprint scan now required by the 


city, and their dinners will be the 
same meals served to shelter resi¬ 
dents. . 

“We wanted to invite people to 
see the shelter, and see what we 
do, and we thought we’d try to 
make it a little bit of an experi¬ 
ence,” said DSCS Executive Direc¬ 
tor Bob Nelson. 

“Come see the inner workings 
of one of our shelters,” says the 
event invitation.

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concellos (D-Santa Clara), argued 
it would help prevent thousands 
of people from becoming infected 
with HIV and hepatitis C. In his 
veto message, Davis said the bill 
would have weakened county 
oversight and accountability in 
current needle exchange programs 
and added more requirements on 
already over-burdened local 
health officials. It was the second 
time he vetoed such a bill. 

The Drug Policy Alliance re¬ 
sponded in a release that “the veto 
is deadly” and that Davis’s legacy 
on AIDS prevention “is death and 
suffering for thousands of Califor¬ 
nia families.” The San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation was more mea¬ 
sured in its criticism, expressing 
“deep disappointment” with the 
governor’s veto of the bill. 

Dana Van Gorder, the founda¬ 
tion’s director of state and local af¬ 
fairs, said Davis “has been overly 
responsive to unfounded opposi¬ 
tion to expanded syringe access 
despite the fact that similar laws in 
other states have resulted in nei¬ 
ther increased drug use or crime.” 

AIDS advocates have vowed to 
reintroduce the bill next year and 
are already pressuring Governor- 
elect Arnold Schwarzenegger to 
support the measure. The AIDS 
foundation noted in its release 
that Republican governors in 
Connecticut, Maine, New York, 
Rhode Island, and Wisconsin had 
signed laws that expanded access 
to sterile syringes. 

As Schwarzenegger looks to 
trim at least $8 billion from the 
state’s budget next year, support¬ 
ers of the syringe bill are couching 
their arguments with fiscal mes¬ 
sages. The foundation stated “par¬ 
ticularly given the state’s fiscal 
problems, enlightened syringe 
policy makes sense. While it costs 
an average of $34,000 to care for a 
single AIDS patient for one year, 
often at public expense, access to 
sterile syringes comes at virtually 
no expense to the state.” 

The Drug Policy Alliance’s 
Glenn Backes said he is “opti¬ 
mistic” about getting Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s support for the bill, noting 
“nationwide, more Republicans 
have signed this type of legislation 
than Democrats. It’s fiscally con¬ 
servative to prevent disease.” 

While he vetoed the syringe 
bill, Davis did sign AB879, which 
instructs the California Depart¬ 


ment of Health Services State Of¬ 
fice of AIDS to convene a task 
force to develop state-approved 
physician guidelines for using 
post-exposure prophylaxis, or 
PEP, in cases of non-occupational 
exposure to HIV. PEP involves a 
two- to four-week regimen of an¬ 
tiretroviral medications such as 
AZT and 3TC beginning within 
72 hours of a likely HIV exposure. 

Studies of healthcare workers 
exposed to HIV through acciden¬ 
tal needle stick and splash expo¬ 
sures to the virus have found that 
PEP treatment reduces the risk of 
HIV infection by 81 percent. Stud* 
ies in San Francisco have shown 
that patients who have undergone 
PEP treatment for sexual expo¬ 
sures report reduced high-risk be¬ 
havior even one year after the 
treatment was completed. 

The bill’s author, Assembly- 
man Paul Koretz (D-West Holly¬ 
wood), said the usage of PEP will- 
help the state to save lives as well 
as money. He said PEP can also be 
instrumental in changing people’s 
unsafe sexual behaviors. 

“There seems to be a window 
of opportunity for safe sex coun¬ 
seling. Most people have an 
epiphany during the process of 
PEP treatment,” said Koretz. 
“They realize that any perceived 
benefit of unsafe behavior is out 
weighed by the prospect of taking 
antiretroviral drugs for the rest of 
their lives.” 

Davis also signed a bill to clar¬ 
ify medical marijuana use in the 
state. SB420, authored by Vascon- 
cellos and Assemblyman Mark 
Leno (D-San Francisco), estab¬ 
lishes a voluntary patient identifi¬ 
cation system with a 24-hour call- 
in number for law enforcement to 
ensure that patients need not fear 
arrest or intimidation. It also ex¬ 
pressly legalizes the medical mar¬ 
ijuana dispensaries that operate in 
communities throughout the 
state. The dispensaries, however, 
still face potential action by the 
federal government, which does 
not recognize medical marijuana. 

Americans for Safe Access 
praised the new law, noting that it 
takes the middle road to statewide 
implementation of Proposition 
215, the Compassionate Use Act 
that was approved by voters in 
1996. Under the new law, anyone 
with a state-issued card and not 
more than six mature plants (or 
12 immature) or eight ounces of 
dried marijuana is now to be im¬ 
mune from arrest, regardless of 
county or city standards. ▼

Picture Perfect a/vd 
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Legal victory for doctors in Supreme 
Court’s medical marijuana decision

T he U.S. Supreme Court re¬ 
buffed attempts by the Bush 
administration to interfere 
with the doctor-patient relation¬ 
ship when it comes to medical 
marijuana. On Tuesday, October 
14, the court declined without 
comment to accept an appeal of 
the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals case that had been pushed 
by Attorney General John. 
Ashcroft. 

California voters approved a 
medical marijuana initiative in 
1996 that basically decriminalized 
pot for medical purposes such as 
treating AIDS wasting or nausea 
associated with cancer 
chemotherapy. Eight other states 
have followed with similar legisla¬ 
tion or ballot initiatives. 

But the federal government has 
not accepted the popular will. It 
has continued to treat marijuana 
as a controlled substance that is 
more dangerous than PCP, co¬ 
caine, and methamphetamines. It 
has raided and prosecuted med¬ 
ical marijuana facilities that have 
operated with local government 
support, and it has threatened to 
go after the licenses of physicians 
who discuss use of marijuana with 
their patients. 

In February 1997, the Clinton 
administration’s Department of 
Health and Human Services sent 
a letter to medical professional as¬ 


sociations saying that doctors 
“may not intentionally provide 
their patients with oral or written 
statements in order to enable 
them to obtain controlled sub¬ 
stances in violation of federal law.” 

That prompted a lawsuit, first 
known as Conant v. McCaffrey 
and now as Walters v. Conant. 
Lead plaintiff Dr. Marcus Conant, 
a San Francisco AIDS physician, 
and other doctors and patients ar¬ 
gued that it was an impingement 
on First Amendment free speech 
inherent in the doctor-patient re¬ 
lationship. 

They won in court at every step 
of the process. But that did not 
stop first the Clinton and then the 
Bush administrations from con¬ 
tinuing to prosecute sick people 
for using marijuana for medical 
purposes. 

In appealing the 9th Circuit 
ruling to the Supreme Court, So¬ 
licitor General Theodore B. Olson 
called it “an issue of exceptional 
and continuing importance” that 
“impairs the Executive’s authority 
to enforce the law in an area vital 
to the public health and safety.” 

The argument did not con¬ 
vince even four of the justices, the 
minimum number required to ac¬ 
cept an appeal. 

Supporters of medical mari¬ 
juana were overjoyed. It “means 
that I can do my job again and 
have real conversations with my 
patients about medical marijuana 
as part of their treatment op¬ 


tions,” Conant said. 

“The Supreme Court’s action 
protects doctors and patients 
from government censorship of 
open and honest discussion in the 
exam room,” said Graham Boyd, 
director of the American Civil 
Liberties Union Drug Litigation 
Project. It argued the case before 
the 9th Circuit. “Patients deserve 
access to accurate information 
about all possible medicines from 
their doctors, including medical 
marijuana.” 

“It basically upholds our right 
to interact with our patients un¬ 
fettered by government interven¬ 
tion,” said Donald Abrams, a lead¬ 
ing researcher into the use of mar¬ 
ijuana as medicine at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Francisco. 
“This is a free country after all!” 

“By deciding not to hear this 
case, the Supreme Court has elim¬ 
inated any doubt that states have 
the right to protect medical mari¬ 
juana patients under state law,” 
said Robert Kampia, executive di¬ 
rector of the Marijuana Policy 
Project, in Washington, D.C. 

“Because federal law bars 
physicians from writing marijua¬ 
na prescriptions, the right of doc¬ 
tors to recommend marijuana is 
essential to these state medical 
marijuana laws,” he added. 

Still, the Drug Enforcement 
Administration continued to turn 
a deaf ear to the courts. “It’s going 
to be business as usual,” 
spokesman Richard Meyer said in 


San Francisco. “Marijuana re¬ 
mains an illegal drug and our mis¬ 
sion remains the same: to disrupt 
the trafficking of illegal drugs.” 

A bipartisan group of con¬ 
gressmen, led by Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) and Dana 
Rohrabacher (R-California) have 
introduced the “States’ Rights to 
Medical Marijuana” legislation 
that would prohibit federal agen-

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Bruce is also strongly at odds 
with LGBT organizations over 
transgender issues. 

“The idea of ‘transgendered 
rights’ dismays me the most,” she 
wrote. 

In The Death of Right and 
Wrong, Bruce described being in¬ 
terviewed on a gay radio program 
by a man dressed as a woman and 
wrote: “In my opinion, any man 
who thinks simply having his 
penis removed, having breast im¬ 
plants, and taking hormones 
turns him into a woman needs to 
be in a psychiatrist’s office, not a 
parade.” 

Bruce also believes that the “gay 
elite” leadership is, in large part, re¬ 
sponsible for the spread of AIDS: 
“Of course, AIDS also became a 
huge crisis because our society has 
been gagged by political correct¬ 
ness and the Thought Police. Be¬ 
cause tolerance has become gener¬ 
ally accepted, and because the sex¬ 
ual compulsives I am talking about 
are a subset of homosexuals, one 
dare not suggest that they change 
their behavior pattern.” 

Her earlier book, The New 
Thought Police, includes a forward 
written by Schlessinger, the con¬ 
troversial conservative radio talk 
show host. 

“Tammy Bruce is one of my 
heroes,” she wrote. “When you 
read her book and/or listen to her 
speak, she will become one of 
yours, too. 

“Now, if I could only change

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ed anal intercourse in the past six 
months and 51 percent said they 
had used a club drug during the 
same time period. 

In the past six months, 24 per¬ 
cent said they had used drugs 
weekly or more, and 44 percent 
said they were poly drug users. 
While gay community leaders 
have focused attention recently on 
speed use among gay men, the re¬ 
searchers found speed was not the 
drug of choice among gay APIs. 

“Substance abuse in the API 
community is the same as other 
gay men but some substance use is 
even higher than among whites, 
blacks, and Latinos. The use of ec¬ 
stasy is particularly high com¬ 
pared to other MSM groups. 
Forty-seven percent in this group 
used ecstasy in the last six 
months,” said Don Operario, a re¬ 
searcher at CAPS who is focusing 
on the study’s drug use data. 

And while much attention has 
been paid to links between speed 
use and HIV, the researchers 
found that use of speed did not 
necessarily indicate a higher 
prevalence of unsafe sex among 
gay APIs.

her mind about some things ...

Bruce has strongly condemned 
GLAAD and its work against Sch¬ 
lessinger. GLAAD fought back. 
Two years ago, after the publica¬ 
tion of The New Thought Police, 
GLAAD issued a lengthy press re¬ 
lease detailing point by point what 
it said were inaccuracies in Bruce’s 
book. 

“Bruce’s assertions about 
GLAAD’s objectives have no basis 
in reality,” the organization wrote. 

Bruce did not return calls from 
the Bay Area Reporter seeking 
comment. 

Geoff Kors, the executive di¬ 
rector of Equality California, a 
statewide LGBT rights group, said 
that as far as he knew, Bruce was 
the only openly gay member of 
Schwarzenegger’s transition team. 
Kors said that he didn’t know 
enough about Bruce to comment 
about her but he was disappoint¬ 
ed that Schwarzenegger had not 
chosen a political LGBT leader to 
be part of his team. 

“The lack of political represen¬ 
tation from the LGBT political 
community is shocking,” Kors 
said. “We have more openly LGBT 
politicians than anywhere else in 
the country,” he added, citing Cal¬ 
ifornia’s five openly gay state legis¬ 
lators. 

Kors added that he was not 
pleased that the chairman of 
Schwarzenegger’s transition team 
is Congressman David Dreier (R- 
San Dimas). 

“He is rabidly right wing and 
anti-any rights for LGBT individ¬ 
uals,” Kors said. ▼ 


Instead, “having sex under the 
influence of ecstasy predicted un¬ 
protected anal intercourse. Also 
poppers,” said Kyung-Hee Choi, 
an associate professor of medicine 
in the department of medicine at 
UCSF and a lead researcher on the 
study. “Other drugs really didn’t 
predict it.” 

Another troubling finding in 
the study, the researchers said, is a 
lack of testing for HIV and other 
STDs among gay Asian men. In 
the study, 24 percent of partici¬ 
pants had never been tested for 
HIV. Studies done with white gay 
men found 80 percent had been 
tested for HIV. 

“The number one reason they 
are not getting tested is this per¬ 
ception of low risk,” said Do. 

To help stem the increasing 
trend of unsafe sex and STDs 
among gay APIs, the researchers 
said safe sex messages need to be 
culturally sensitive for this at-risk 
group. Armed with the data, 
health officials and researchers are 
better able to educate gay APIs of 
the need to practice safe sex, 
whether their sexual partners are 
fellow Asians or men of other eth¬ 
nicities. 

“Regardless of the ethnicity of 
their partners, they should use 
condoms,” advised Choi. ▼

Wilson has 
filed a claim against the city, which 
is a precursor to a lawsuit. 

MacNamara said that Halli- 
nan’s office learned of the alleged 
assault in mid-July. 

“Terence Hallinan is particu¬ 
larly sensitive to this issue,” Mac¬ 
Namara said. 

Bob Henderson, the 
spokesman for Hallinan’s re-elec¬ 
tion campaign, told the B.A.R.

I’ll simply suggest a 
viewing of the prophetic 
Bruce Wagner comic, Wild 
Palms, which starts when a 
Los Angelino discovers 
a secret passage in an 
empty swimming 
pool. A turgid TV 
movie version at least 
features Angie Dick¬ 
inson in a great over-the-top per¬ 
formance. 

But it’s really about a Scientol- 
ogy-type celeb who becomes gov¬ 
ernor, using holograms for public 
appearances, as his cryptofascist 
Hollywood empire reigns, briefly. 
Urban warfare and hilarity ensue. 

Cirque du so lame? 

All this flying through air with 
the greatest of ease made me 
wonder if I should use the two 
free tickets that I won to go see 
Cirque du Soleil. 

In July, Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund filed a feder¬ 
al discrimination complaint 
against the company on behalf of 
gymnast Matthew Cusick. 

Trained for months to appear 
in the popular show, “Mystere” as 
a high bar catcher, the HIV-posi¬ 
tive employee of the group is 
suing over being abruptly fired 
for allegedly discriminatory rea¬ 
sons. 

During that time, Cusick was a 
“healthy athlete” who “should be 
able to perform” according to the 
company’s resident physician, 
who knew of his serostatus. 

Cusick, 32, was a competitive 
gymnast for most of his life in 
Maryland, and coached for 14 
years. Openly gay, he lives in the 
suburbs of Washington, D.C., and 
works as a trainer. 

He also has been HIV-positive 


for the past 10 years, but told the 
Associated Press that he takes 
medications, and hasn’t suffered 
any serious effects of the disease. 

But shortly before performing, 
Cirque du Soleil told Cusick that 
because he has HIV the company 
would not continue to employ 
him. 

Hayley Gorenberg, Lambda 
Legal’s AIDS project director said, 
“Matthew is a healthy and vibrant 
man in top physical condition 
who is living his life to the fullest 
with HIV. Matthew is perfect for 
this job, which is why Cirque du 
Soleil hired him in the first place 
and why we’re fighting to get his 
job back.” 

Gymnasts perform individual¬ 
ly and do not interact with each 
other. But on the Russian high bar, 
the performer hangs by his legs 
from a trapeze and catches other 
performers coming off of a bar. 

Cirque du Soleil’s attorneys 
said the company was acting as a 
“socially responsible employer” 
that needs to avoid “known safety

hazards.” 

“It’s preposterous for Cirque 
de Soleil to call Matthew a ‘known 
safety hazard,”’ Gorenberg said. 
“Cirque du Soleil denied Matthew 
this job ... because of unfounded 
fear. It defies both common sense 
and science to think that Matthew 
would exchange bodily fluids 
with another gymnast while fly¬ 
ing through the air.” 

Cusick reported an unde¬ 
tectable viral load in two compre¬ 
hensive medical exams by Cirque 
du Soleil’s doctor. 

“For any gymnastics per¬ 
former, working for Cirque du 
Soleil is a dream job,” said Cusick 
to the Washington Blade. “I never 
thought I’d be kept from pursu¬ 
ing my dreams because I’m HIV¬ 
positive. I thought society had 
gotten beyond thinking that peo¬ 
ple with HIV can only do desk 
jobs and never come into contact 
with people.” 

So, while they may offer group 
rates for your little AIDS 
fundraiser, they wouldn’t hire you 
if you had it.

JM| elen Carroll, former Mills College athletic director and co- 
■■ ordinator of the Homophobia in Sports project at the Na- 
I I tional Center for Lesbian Rights, will lead a panel next Thurs¬ 
day, October 23 on homophobia in sports and die inroads being 
made for LGBT people in athletics. 

The Gay and Lesbian Athletics Foundation will present the 
panel, which is hosted by the sport management program and the 
University of San Francisco. 

Carroll’s long career as a basketball coach and college athletic 
director gives her credibility when examining complaints. Her 1984 
University of North Carolina-Asheville team won the NAIA 
women’s national college basketball championship, making her the 
first woman to win an NAIA tide.

lieve you should treat them like 
criminals,” said Winnicker, “but 
does believe we can help them get 
out of that life.” 

In terms of policing public sex 
in areas such as Buena Vista Park, 
Ammiano said he was “not inter¬ 
ested in^ expending. law enforce¬ 
ment resources for the purpose of 
inhibiting or arresting anyone for 
choices made by mutually con¬ 
senting adults.” Ribera and 
Schulke both said they would en¬ 
force the law. 

On the issue of nudity at public 
events such as the Bay to Breakers 


race or the Folsom Street Fair, Am¬ 
miano and Denny would not ex¬ 
pend resources on enforcing the law, 
while Ribera said he was “not overly 
concerned about the status quo.” 

Coming from different ends of 
the political spectrum, Schulke 
and Leal agreed the mayor has 
more important things to worry 
about. 

“If women want to run around 
with their, shirts off at the Dyke 
March, that’s fine with Susan,” 
Winnicker said. ▼

Gay apple on the family tree 

David Drake reflects on being the ‘Son of Drakula’ 


by Richard Dodds 


W hen David Drakula’s parents divorced when he 
was 7, his mother decided that henceforth her 
son would be known as David Drake. 

But after David Drake went through 
his mother’s death in a car accident when he 
was 17, he began recovering from drug and al¬ 
cohol addiction at age 23, and became famous 
for his solo play The Night Larry Kramer Kissed 
Me before he turned 30, he set out to bridge 
the distance between his father and himself. 

Son of Drakula, the story of that crossing, 
opens this week at the New Conservatory 
TheatrejCenter. 

In the 90-minute show, Drake plays 25 
of the colorful and eccentric characters he 
encountered on a personal pilgrimage to Croatia and 
Romania, where he attended the World Dracula Congress 
in Bucharest. “1 was there to claim my identity,” Drake 
said. His conclusion was that he is indeed a descendant of 
the 15th-century Transylvanian prince who inspired 
Bram Stoker to write Dracula, a conclusion disputed by 
the Romanian government. “I understand,” Drake said, 


“because they have nothing but these pieces of the past 
that people keep stealing from them.” 

But proving that his bloodlines extended to the noto¬ 
rious historical/fictional character was not the initial mo¬ 
tivation for the project. “I started doing ge¬ 
nealogy about eight years ago while I was in 
London doing Larry Kramer Drake said. “I 
started to reclaim my real name, and I started 
to rethink my relationship with my father. The 
genealogy was a way of finding something to 
share with my father because we shared so lit¬ 
tle.” 

The deeper Drake dug, the more fascinated 
he became. In fact, he wound up with so 
much to tell that the first production of 
Son of Drakula was close to three hours. 
He cut it to two hours for the New York 
production last year, and now it runs a 
compact 90 minutes. “I cut out the entire subplot about 
my mother,” Drake explained. “Frankly, I think it was 
some of my best writing, but that doesn’t mean it belongs 
in this show. Now I completely focus on the relationship 
with my father.” 

When the show debuted, Drake’s father, who died last

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Sondheim scores 

TheatreWorks''Night Music' in Mt. View

Little Night Music was the 
most commercially success¬ 
ful of the Stephen Sond- 
heim-Hal Prince collaborations, 
but it may be the hardest to get 
right. A delicate balance need be 
struck between the cool sophisti¬ 
cation of the material and the 
need to keep it alive for audiences. 
The current TheatreWorks pro¬ 
duction totters toward each side 
of the slope, but manages to re¬ 
main erect through to the final 
curtain. 

Prince, Sondheim, and libret¬ 
tist Hugh Wheeler found their in¬ 
spiration in a rare comedy from 
Ingmar Bergman, Smiles of a 
Summer Night, and most of the 
returned inspiration comes, not 
surprisingly, from Sondheim. Yes, 
the score contains “Send in the 
Clowns,” Sondheim’s only pop 
hit, but the theatrical joy now 
comes in continuing to uncover 
new facets in all the words and 
music for the 1973 show. 


Sex is the subject on everyone’s 
mind in Night Music, as guests 
caught in complicated webs of re¬ 
lationships are thrown together 
for a weekend at a country estate. 
At the center of the swirl is De¬ 
siree Armfeldt, a famous actress in 
Sweden at the start of the 20th 
century, whose vagabond life is 
littered with lovers, one of whom 
unknowingly helped produce a 
13-year-old daughter. 

Charlotte Cornwell, last seen at 
TheatreWorks as Maria Callas in 
Master Class, is probably too ma¬ 
ture to be playing Desiretrand her 
appearance doesn’t match the ex¬ 
ultant descriptions of her. But 
Cornwell does possess a strong 
stage presence and comic in¬ 
stincts, and her appearances ben¬ 
efit the production. 

As Fredrik Egerman, a middle- 
aged widower with a teen bride- 
and a history with Desiree, Allen 
Fitzpatrick offers a strong voice 
and stolid manner. Lianne Marie 
Dobbs, also of good voice, brings 
a hefty hint of clown to the vir¬ 
ginal wife. Stanley Bahorek push¬ 


es the envelope of caricature as 
Fredrik’s sex-obsessed guilt-rid¬ 
den son, but still it is an engaging 
performance. 

Norma Hughes, as Desiree’s 
retired-courtesan mother, doesn’t 
take this grand-dame character 
any place particularly interesting, 
but Alice M. Vienneau as the dra¬ 
goon’s bitter wife does memo¬ 
rable work, and Margaret Nichols 
as a sexually liberated servant 
shines in her sung sexual mani¬ 
festo. 

Director Robert Kelly is an ex¬ 
perienced hand at Sondheim, and 
the expected polish is present. 
Musical direction by William Lib- 
eratore and set design by Tom 
Langguth are among the other 
notable assets of a mostly inviting 
production. ▼

'Thursday beguiles at the Thick House

4; n his new play Thursday, Adam 

Bock looks at the little things 

that are the building blocks of 
the big things. The smell of burn¬ 
ing bacon elevates into a major 
quality-of-life issue for one char¬ 
acter. A glue-gun accident be¬ 
tween siblings leads to a tree 
planted by their mother being an¬ 
grily chopped down. In the world 
of Thursday, life is a bowl of un¬ 
stoned cherries. 

Bock is again working with di¬ 
rector Kent Nicholson, who pre¬ 
viously scored with Bock’s Five 
Flights and Swimming in the Shal¬ 
lows. And again, there is a fun syn¬ 
ergy between words and action, so 
much so that one can’t imagine 
how the play on the page could 
come close to communicating the 
consistently quirky humor seen in 
the Encore Theatre production. 

The former SF playwright has 
partnered a loose plot about in¬ 
tersecting romantic circles with 
dialogue that comes in fits and 
starts. Whole sentences are a rare 
thing in Thursday, and until one 
hooks into the pecking rhythms, 
the scarcity of traditionally com¬ 
municated information might 
seem frustrating. But well before 
the short play is over, the style is 
so merrily established that when 
characters actually do deliver brief 
bits of regular stage-speak, the en¬ 
ergy begins to evaporate. 

The play’s most consistent 
theme is rejection. Pete (Jason 
Frazier) is a young gay man with 
absolutely no sense of humor. 
He’s currently grouchy because 
his ex-boyfriend (David Ryan 
Smith) has a new boyfriend 
(Robert Martinez) and won’t take 
him back. And then there’s the 
fragile Marcy (Chloe Broznan), 
home again after her career as a 
sitcom star has fizzled. Marcy 
used to date Pete’s lunky brother 
George (Craig Neibaur), who is 
now going with high-strung Ali¬ 
son (Cassie Beck), who is jealous 
of the needy Marcy. Dieseling

their way into the action on a reg¬ 
ular basis is a lesbian couple (Jibz 
Cameron and Lisa Steindler) with 
a penchant for troublemaking. 

It’s not so much these plot 
threads as Bock’s reduced, dis¬ 
tilled, and skewed look at human 
behavior that offers the cohesion 
that the play does have. When the 
end comes after a mere 70 min¬ 
utes, only suggestions of resolu¬ 
tion are at hand. 

Nicholson’s direction has a 
neo-burlesque imagination, and 
the cast is in the groove with the 
novelty of this realism. The set by 
James Faerron and lighting by 
Christopher Studley use shapes 
and colors for a comically recent- 
nostalgic look (think Dating Game 
set), and the weirdly chirpy music 
in David Molina’s sound design 


adds to the twittery effect. ▼

Well, in Girls Will Be Girls at 
least, you’ve got three drag queens 
in a misogynistic, ho-hum affair. 
You see, Evie (Jack Plotnick) is a 
washed-up, nympho-alcoholic ac¬ 
tress with a glass eye, who ran 
over a family of six, killing four, in 
her auto. If that wasn’t bad 
enough, she never said she was 
sorry. And if that wasn’t really rot¬ 
ten enough, Evie now spends 
most of her free time watching 
her one old movie, Asteroid, and 
making fun of the extremely small 
penis on her hunky, lawyer son 
Stevie (Ron Matthews). 

Meanwhile, Coco (Clinton

Busch, both in film and on stage, 
makes you believe he is a woman 
while never letting you forget for a 
second he’s in drag.

Putting the rush in Russian 

Sizing up Kirov Ballet star dancer Igor Zelensky 


by Stephanie von Buchau 

he Kirov Ballet last visited 
the Bay Area a dozen years 
ago, but their star male 
dancer, Igor Zelensky, was here in 
1996, partnering Joanna Berman 
in a San Francisco Ballet Swan 
Lake. Poor Joanna, you’ll remem¬ 
ber, was constantly inflicted with 
partners who were injured, spacey 
or just plain unsuitable. When a 
scheduled swain took a dive, Helgi 
Tomasson snatched Zelensky 
from New York, where he was 
guesting with American Ballet 
Theater. 

He is a superb partner and vi¬ 
brant actor, and for the first time 
in ages, Berman, not having to 
worry about being dropped on 
her head, was free to dance and 
emote. I know I loved every 
minute of the blond hunk, whom 
1 described at the time as “prime 
Russian plowboy.” I never sus¬ 
pected that Zelensky would also 
excel in the sinuous Orientalisms 
of Mikhail Fokine’s Sheherazade. 

The Kirov Ballet programs 
seen last week at Zellerbach Hall 
featured an evening each of 
choreography by St. Petersburg’s 
two glorious sons, Fokine and 
George Balanchine. I had to miss 
Balanchine’s Jewels, but the 
Fokine program, consisting of 
Chopiniana, Sheherazade and the 
full-length Firebird, was a meal 
and a half. 

We know Chopiniana, of 
course, as Les Sylphides (not La 
Sylphide, which is in the SFB 
repertory). This is a purely classi¬ 
cal abstraction, set to Chopin 
piano pieces orchestrated by 
Glazunov. It was made originally 
for the Kirov (then called the 
Mariinsky) in 1908. In the origi¬ 
nal cast were (read it and weep) 
Pavlova, Karsavina and Nijinsky. 
It goes without saying that this 
flowing, lyrical, anti-virtuoso 
piece is still danced with supreme 
stylistic purity by Kirov soloists 
and corps de ballet. 

However lovely and historical

Chopiniana may be, however, it 
does not raise your blood pressure 
like Fokine’s Sheherazade, which 
employs the entire Rimsky Kor¬ 
sakov tone poem. Valery Gergiev, 
the international superstar con¬ 
ductor who heads the Mariinsky 
Theater, conducted the opening- 
night performance in Berkeley. 
Apparently it was much better 
than the viscous, lumpy, out-of¬ 
tune one I heard, led by Mikhail 
Agrest. Not even Balanchine 
would have suggested “close your 
eyes and listen to the music.” 

Love slave 

On the other hand, I can’t 
imagine why anyone would want 
to close their eyes when Zelensky 
was dancing the Golden Slave. In 
Sheherazade (the French spelling), 
the Shah (Vladmir Ponomarev) 
goes hunting to test the faithful¬ 
ness of his favorite wife, Zobeide 
(Tatiana Tkachenko). While he’s 
gone, the wives persuade the 
Chief Eunuch (Roman Skripkin) 
to open the slave quarters. Zobei¬ 
de and the Golden Slave (Zelen¬ 
sky) fall in lust and are discovered 
by the returning Shah, who has 


that mimed sex and death on 
stage in Paris in 1910.brought the 
Ballets Russes not a little disap¬ 
probation. Disapprobate all you 
like; could we have the Kirov and 
Igor Zelensky back soon? T

everybody killed. He forgives 
Zobeide but, when shown the 
body of the Golden Slave, she 
stabs herself. 

The piece starts slowly, lots of 
mime and strolling about, but be¬ 
comes progressively orgiastic. 
Fokine can suggest extreme eroti¬ 
cism without vulgarity. There are 
no bumps and grinds, no crotch 
shots, not even much fondling. 
But the Slave is crazed in his de¬ 
sire and athleticism, with Zelen¬ 
sky up to every split kick, every 
barrel turn, gobbling up huge ex¬ 
panses of space as he circles the 
stage. His pale, powerful body en¬ 
twined with the tiny Tkachenko’s 
dark, feminine curves is a sight 
Cecil B. deMille would have en¬ 
joyed. 

Yes, Sheherazade is kitsch, but 
of a high, romantic quality, 
movieish in its visual aspects (the 
reproduction of Leon Bakst’s Di- 
aghilev decor is excellent), ex¬ 
tremely musical in the way the 
waves of dances build to a sensa¬ 
tional climax, quite thrilling so 
that you find yourself gasping for 
breath when the killing starts. 
And daring. I can imagine that all

The wages are thin 

'Nickel and Dimed' at Brava Theatre

WjP o hear a play described as 
r : * instructive, or even worse, 
H as “good for you,” could en¬ 
sure that there will be no stam¬ 
pede at the box office. But Nickel 
and Dimed, while having an edu¬ 
cational mission, manages to sus¬ 
tain interest over and beyond its 
three acts by offering eye-opening 
information illuminated with 
specifically personal stories. 

The subject is the minimum 
wage, and whether or not a single 
person with no dependents can 
eke out a minimum life with one 
full-time job and, usually, a part- 
time second. That was the job that 1 
magazine journalist Barbara 
Ehrenreich signed on for, and her 
failure to thrive in several cities 
became the subject of the best¬ 
selling book Nickel and Dimed: 
On (Not) Getting by in America. 

It doesn’t seem material that 
lends easily to dramatization, but 
Joan Holden, a former playwright 
for the SF Mime Troupe, has 
achieved a reasonable balance be¬ 
tween reportage, comedy and 


drama. While you can’t call Nick¬ 
el and Dimed exciting theater, its 
details always hold interest. 

The main dramatic arc in the 
play is provided by the narrator’s 
emotional unraveling as she faces 
daily humiliations in various jobs 
and small support from a boyfriend 
back home. “How deep is the cor¬ 
rosive effect of humiliation?” she 
asks after a day sorting clothes at a 
WalMart, an environment where 
“autism is a definite plus.” 

Sharon Lockwood, another 
Mime Troupe alum, created the 
role of Barbara in the play’s pre¬ 
miere last year in Seattle and Los 
Angeles, and is performing it 
again for the first Bay Area pro¬ 
duction (now at the Brava Theatre 
Center). Lockwood possesses a 
kind of everywoman demeanor 
that serves the character in her un¬ 
dercover mode, yet she still sug¬ 
gests the eye-rolling frustrations 
and volatile anger of an upscale 
outsider having to deal with the 
basics of a working-class lifestyle. 

There are also occasional 
bouts of guilt from Barbara for 
deceiving the people she wants to 
honor through documentation. 


The endurance and general kind¬ 
ness of her co-workers provide 
most of the heart of the story, and 
a versatile ensemble of five per¬ 
forms all the other characters. Di¬ 
rector Dan Chumley, yet another 
Mime Trouper, has smoothly 
staged the multi-scene tale on a 
set of sliding panels. 

There is a brief “breakout” in 
which the audience is asked ques¬ 
tions by the cast on the subject of 
housecleaning laborers. At this 
past Sunday’s matinee, the few 
who spoke up were paying their 
housecleaners $25 an hour. 

Ultimately, the message is 
more important than the specific 
theatrics of Nickel and Dimed, 
and it’s a message that comes 
through.

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ing around,” Mathias said, sitting 
alongside Hermesdorf at the 
kitchen table of her Mission Dis¬ 
trict apartment, where they finish 
each other’s thoughts, and ask each 
other questions. “Kathleen’s move¬ 
ment is different, it’s an energetic 
thing. I’m watching Kathleen’s 
dance, and I’m saying, ‘I love it.’” 

“His music inspires me like 
nothing else,” she replied. 

Mathias considers himself a 
rhythm-maker before anything 
else. He moved to the Bay Area to 
study North Indian percussion, 
after beginning with cello, choir, 
musical theater and trap drums 
in Chicago, where he was impro¬ 
vising at 9. Mathias also creates 
for the band LiveHuman. Made- 
up of Mathias, a bassist and a DJ, 
and improvisation-based, they’ve 
been called “sonic renegades.” 

As Mathias recalled it, the first 
thing Hermesdorf said when they 
met in Contraband in ’95 was, 
“You’re going to dance with me, 
and we’re going to save the 
world.” 

Hermesdorf laughed. “I was 
younger then,” she said. “We were 
young and crazy, and it was an ec¬ 
static time. Our work was born 
out of the end of that time. 

“Albert became my new 
teacher. He got me out of eight- 


counts,” she said, referring to the 
typical musical phrasing used by 
Western composers and choreog¬ 
raphers. “Now I never have 
counts.” 

When they create for Motion- 
Lab, whether it’s a solo for Her¬ 
mesdorf, a group pjpce, or a work 
that Mathias will perform, they 
call it “kinetic and sonic alchemy.” 

“We’re leaving and arriving at 
the same time,” she said, describ¬ 
ing her solo, “Wanderlust,” and 
life in general. “You never end up 
where you expect.” Both she and 
Mathias take to the road like 
many San Francisco artists, find¬ 
ing money, audiences and sup¬ 
port teaching and performing 
around the country and the 
world. 

“Dance is my favorite game,” 
said Hermesdorf.

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year, was too sick with cancer to 
consider traveling to see it. “In 
time, I think he would have 
come,” Drake said. “He did see 
Larry Kramer in New York and 
saw it again when we shot it as a 
movie in Baltimore. I cried when 
he came because he never showed 
up for me in so many ways” 

Growing up in Baltimore, 
Drake was something of a juvenile 
star of community theater. “That’s 
where I put all the gay sissy-boy 
energies,” he said. “I thought I’d 
become a Joel Grey or Tommy 
Tune.” 

It didn’t turn out that way after 
he arrived in New York at age 20. 
“I was too busy drinking and 
drugging to have the discipline to 
go to dance class,” he said. “But I 
also got cast in plays right away as 
gay characters, so suddenly my 
identity as a gay man and my 
identity as a performer shifted. I 
stopped going to those open calls 
for La Cage aux Folles.” 

At age 23, he decided to get 
sober. “My motivation was that 
my roommate was going to kick 
me out of the apartment,” Drake 
said. “It was New York. It was 
about real estate.” 

Some years later, he found it 
unexpectedly hard to play the al¬ 
coholic Michael, the central char¬ 
acter in The Boys in the Band, 
when Mart Crowley’s play was re¬ 
vived in New York. “I understood 
what Michael’s going through,” 
Drake said. “I could be a mean 
drunk, so I completely under¬ 
stood that, and I wanted to bring 
that empathy to him. It was very 
difficult to relive that for six 
months of my life.” 

After Drake returns to New 
York, he and his new boyfriend 
plan to move in together, a ro¬ 
mantic first for the 40-year-.old 
performer. “I’ve really not been a 
coupling person, and it took me 
awhile to open myself up. But he 
was dancing on a bar, and I could¬ 
n’t say no.”

t doesn’t take much to con- 
s vince this writer that we’re re¬ 
ally smack-dab in the middle 
of the 19th century. Just consider 
MSNBC’s Countdown to War, 
with its sanitized images designed 
to boost patriotism, or the media’s 
selling of the staged rescue of Pvt. 
Jessica, and you’d think we’re in¬ 
side a 19th-century history paint¬ 
ing. These paintings always man¬ 
aged to make the bad look good, 
and let the ruling classes come out 
smelling like roses. These are a few 
meditations occasioned by the 
San Francisco Museum of Mod¬ 
ern Art’s provocative new show 
Reprocessing Information, which 
defuses, if only for the time it 
takes to see it, the medians con¬ 
trolling power. 

The Bay Area collective Ant 
Farm is represented by Media 
Burns (1975), a 23-minute video 
which is a sort of precursor to the 
mockumentary genre pioneered 


by Christopher Guest in films like 
Waiting for Guffman (1991). It’s 
fun and slyly didactic, too. The 
broadcast media is invited to take 
part in a fully-staged stunt: the 
crashing of a souped-up ’59 
Cadillac into a bank of TVs at the 
Cow Palace on Independence 
Day, 1975. Reporters turn up in 
droves, and a miraculously still- 
alive JFK (Doug Hall) arrives with 
two Secret Servicemen in an 
open-air limo. He jumps out and 
delivers a speech full of Kennedy’s 
high-minded rhetorical bluster. 
It’s as trenchant as Noam Chom¬ 
sky’s attacks on media control, 
but far more funny. The subse¬ 
quent car crash looks anti-climac- 
tic. 

Bay Area artist Anthony Dis- 
cenza’s video November 2000 
(2002) takes the banal and turns 
it into something strangely beau¬ 
tiful. Culled from hours of chan¬ 
nel-surfed TV images of the 2000 
“selection,” it holds up a mirror to 
our troubled time. A steady 
stream of highly-manipulated im¬ 


ages speed by on two screens: one 
a conventional rectangle, the 
other a slanted one, with a per- 
spectival vanishing point. It’s like 
an ultra-abstract and far faster 
version of Reggio’s film Naqoyqat- 
si (2002), which is itself a critique 
of the media and how we un¬ 
thinkingly absorb its images. Dis- 
cenza J s piece is as oddly seductive 
and disturbing as Reggio’s, and its 
strobe effects and constant hum 
are purposefully disorienting. 

Bank shots 

Paris-based Pierre Huyghe’s 
• The Third Memory (1999) decon¬ 
structs John Woytowicz’s August 
22, 1972 New York bank robbery. 
The bizarre heist, whose live cov¬ 
erage pre-empted Nixon’s Repub¬ 
lican Convention appearance, was 
Woytowicz’s attempt to fund his 
male (and married) lover’s sex 
change, and it marks the first time 
a real bank robbery was ever 
broadcast live. Huyghe’s split¬ 
screen video pits Sidney Lumet’s 
classic film on the subject, Dog

studio-shot reconstruction of 
things the picture left out or 
changed. It stars its real-life 
“hero,” Woytowicz, who’s armed 
with an accent thicker than his 
shotgun. Huyghe’s piece ques¬ 
tions both the truth of the event 
and our mediated response to it. 
Did its live filming really make it 
realer than real, or was that just as 
manipulated and filtered as any¬ 
thing else we experience? Huyghe 
leaves the question open. Any 
artist worth his salt knows that 


ambiguity lurks everywhere. 
What seems to be fixed and 
knowable is just the reverse. 

Though this show may not 
pack ’em in like that bankroller 
Chagall, it deserves to be seen. 
Why? Because it asks the sorts of 
questions every intelligent and 
aware person should be asking

Because composers didn’t ex¬ 
pect full attention all the time, 
there is a lot of filler, padding and 
just plain dull spots in these op¬ 
eras. Since we insist on sitting 
silently in the dark for the whole 
thing, is it any wonder that stage 
directors today feel they have to 
do something to keep our inter¬ 
est? At least I am assuming that is 
the rationale behind the current 
SFO Barber of Seville, an inces¬ 
santly bright, busy, buffo jape that 
is thoroughly entertaining, but 
only minimally operatic. 

One could easily remove the 
orchestra and have the singers 
speak their lines and get almost 
exactly the same reaction we had 
at the War Memorial Tuesday a 
week ago, when the new Johannes 
Schaaf/Hans Dieter Schaal pro¬ 
duction of Barber debuted, de¬ 
lighting the audience with its off¬ 
color jokes, giddy shtick and ki¬ 
netic acting. There was also a fine 
debut in the pit by Hungarian 
conductor Stefan Soltesz, but who 
noticed? 

Some of the visual enchant¬ 
ments included Schaal’s two- 
story, Mediterranean Art Deco 
house, lighted in blinding white 
by Paul Pyant. It pirouetted, slid, 
revolved and all but tangoed 
throughout the night. It was dec¬ 
orated by a few props, including a 
life-sized anatomical display in

Dr. Bartolo’s study, and by Yan 
Tax’s eclectic costumes. No Nazi 
uniforms, but WWI trench gear, 
including spiked Bismarck hel¬ 
mets, and two gorgeous dresses — 
in electric blue and chili-pepper 
red — for Rosina. 

Scooter pie 

Figaro made his entrance on a 
scooter carrying a muffled pas¬ 
senger whom he shaved (includ¬ 
ing the legs) and then turned into 
a cute bimbo in a lime-green

dress. At one point, the maraud¬ 
ing polizei stripped the scooter 
and stole the parts; at another, the 
servant Ambrogio (Ricardo Her¬ 
rera) put it all back together. Of 
course, characters were singing 
(or trying to sing) during these 
amusing antics, but I rather doubt 
if anybody heard them (or cared). 

If this had been a great cast of 
international Rossinians, I would 
have been livid. They would have 
been, too; no singer enjoys being 
upstaged by a servant hilariously 
dusting the private parts of a stat¬ 
ue. But this was a classic Pamela 
Rosenberg cast: good-looking, 
nimble, with only serviceable 
voices, including another super¬ 


annuated male (Paul Plishka) like 
Flute's Paata Burchuladze. (As my 
Nana used to comment, “There is 
no accounting for taste, said the 
old lady as she kissed the cow.”) 
There were no “star singers” like 
Juan Diego Florez, and no star 
singing. 

Nathan Gunn (Figaro) looks 
like the Oakland Athletics’ star 
pitcher, Barry Zito, right down to 
the spiky hairdo. He’s funny, 
charming, sexy, but his baritone is 
small, dull and colorless. He 
seems more suited to Broadway’s 
Billy Bigelow than to the upscale 
rigors of Rossini. Ditto tenor Yann 
Beuron, who looked pretty good 
with his shirt off and contributed 
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it’s saved from itself by Ball’s mas¬ 
tery of his craft. With stinging 
comic sensibility, he creates flesh- 
and-blood characters who talk 
like real people.”

Schneiderman adds a dose of 
emotional reality to Rosina’s 
roulades. Schaaf, who seems un¬ 
sentimental and harshly comic in 
his interpretation, softened up to 
present Rosina with a stuffed kan¬ 
garoo toy that characterized the 
lonely child about to become a 
woman. She lugged it around, put 
a bib on it, fed it a croissant and 
hugged it when she was feeling 
low. I think when she is finally 
united with Almavivam the kanga 
is forgotten — that would make 
psychological sense — but to tell 
the truth, there was so much 
going on that I lost track of the 
toy in the final scene. 

The bottom line is that you 
can attend this Barbiere with the 
assurance that you will not be 
outraged or insulted.

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Fearful symmetries 

Pianist Yundi Li tackles Liszt on disc

he only real difference be- 
tween musical prodigies of 
the past and those of today 
are the agents who anoint them; 
today’s well-oiled PR machine, 
with its unprecedented means of 
getting the word out; and the 
press’ now virtually complete ac¬ 
quiescence to the machine’s rule. 
The time for worry about the in¬ 
dependence of the arts press is 
past. Critics now routinely grovel 
before publicists to receive their 
daily helpings of product, access, 
and spin. A quiet, obsequious Re¬ 
quiem is in order. 

These not-quite-random 
thoughts follow my tenth listen¬ 
ing to the astounding new Yundi 
Li CD of Liszt piano music (DG), 
which includes the composer’s 
legendary Sonata. Liszt, of course, 
was one of the 19th century’s 
undisputed virtuosos, himself a 
pianist of such superhuman pow¬ 
ers that, like the violinist Paganini, 
he was often said to be diabolical 
(always good for the box office). 
In an age with no lack of remark¬ 
able young musicians, Yundi may 
be the 21st century’s first bona 
fide new genius of the piano. So, 
at least, this CD proclaims. 

The machine has thrown more 
of its weight behind his Chinese 


countryman Lang Lang, an effort 
that may be backfiring. One of the 
wise old men of the piano recent¬ 
ly called Lang Lang the J-Lo of the 
piano, a quip that made the cir¬ 
cuit in hours, and some conduc¬ 
tors he has played with discreetly 
noted that his interpretations may 
yet need seasoning. Bay Area au¬ 
diences can decide for themselves 
next April, when the two play 
recitals for San Francisco Perfor¬ 
mances (Lang Lang, April 17 at 
Herbst Theatre; Yundi Li, April 18 
at Florence Gould Theatre). Yundi 
is down for the Liszt Sonata, 
which has become a focal point of 
his recitals. Few 20-year-olds have 
any right to approach the work, 
but Yundi’s deep sympathy with 
the piece — even more than his 
ability to play its most harrowing- 
ly difficult passages — makes his 
recording of the work the one to 
have. Before committing that view 
to paper, I revisited my five other 
preferred recordings of the work. 

What they all share is a view of 
this half-hour, single-movement 
work as an infinitely inflected 
working out of magnificently 
well-integrated themes in a long 
arc of sound and fury, signifying 
a great deal indeed. Yundi is as 
good as any of them at articulat¬ 
ing the work as a single gesture of 
monstrous elaboration. Where he 
stands out is in the fine-grained 


characterization he gives each of 
the work’s sections, and in his 
ability to unify them with no 
grinding of gears. 

Tender vittles 

One lingering impression is of 
the uncommon delicacy he im¬ 
parts to the work’s tender, yearn¬ 
ing passages. But they’re not what 
lovers of this Sonata are really in 
it for, and Yundi’s execution of its 
more fearful symmetries is as 
compelling. He claims to see the 
work as the image of a human life, 
from birth to death, and he never 
stints on expression of its primal 
struggles. 

As amazing are the hushed 
chords and single-note figures 
that begin and end the piece, 
which seem to rise imperceptibly 
out of, then sink back into cav¬ 
ernous silence. Add to all these the 
bold yet utterly natural rubato 
that infuses his playing, and a pic¬ 
ture of untrammeled artistic 
spontaneity emerges. 

There are some extreme 
sonorities: hammering, granitic 
basses and piercing, glassy trebles. 
Over the course of the interpreta¬ 
tion (and in the five shorter Liszt 
works that round out the CD) 
Yundi makes it dear that these are 
artistic decisions, not lapses in 
technique. Although they do rat¬ 
tle the nerves, comparison with 


Celebrating Khatchaturian 

Centennial of great Armenian composer

or most of his life, the music 
of Armenian composer 
Aram Khatchaturian (1903- 
78) was greeted with acclaim. If 
his oeuvre has since fallen from 
favor, new CD releases and a slew 
of Centennial performances offer 
opportunities to reassess his out¬ 
put. 

Much of Khatchaturian’s suc¬ 
cess lay in the way he drew upon 
Armenian folk melodies and 
rhythms to create energetic, fre¬ 
quently celebratory compositions 
that struck a deep chord in the 
hearts of Eastern European listen¬ 


ers. Ukrainian, Georgian, Zerbai- 
jani, and Turkmenistani har¬ 
monies were also incorporated 
into his writing, making him a So¬ 
viet favorite. His oft-played Sabre 
Dance derives from his score to 
Gayaneh (1942), a four-act ballet 
about crisis and reconstruction 
on a collective Soviet farm. In 
Stanley Kubrick’s 2001, an adagio 
from this score mournfully ac¬ 
companies the crew of Discovery 
as they head off to Jupiter. 

A late bloomer, Khatchaturian 
first graduated from the Moscow 
Conservatory at age 30. By then, 
his early trio had attracted the at¬ 
tention of Prokofiev, who 
arranged a performance of the 


work in Paris. In 1934, his First 
Symphony received the first of 
many performances. His reputa¬ 
tion was further enhanced by his 
Piano Concerto (1937), which 
was promoted as the Soviet 
Union’s first “national” concerto, 
and the Violin Concerto (1940) 
written for and championed by 
the great David Oistrakh. 

Yet, in 1948, despite serving as 
an executive of the Union of So¬ 
viet Composers and penning both 
the Armenian National Anthem 
and such party-glorifying works 
as the Song of Stalin and Funeral 
Ode in Memory of Vladimir Ilych 
Lenin, Khatchaturian found him-

the same passages by pianists 
other than Alfred Brendel (who 
has recorded one of the most sen¬ 
sitive accounts of the work) reveal 
even “uglier” sounds from them. 

All the above qualities resur¬ 
face in Yundi’s spellbinding play¬ 
ing of “La Campanella,” 
“Liebeslied (‘Widmung’),”“Liebe- 
straum No.3,” the Rigoletto Para¬ 
phrase, and, particularly, the cred¬ 
ibility-defying “Tarantella.” Not 
since Ivo Pogorelich has so physi¬ 
cally and artistically gifted a pi¬ 
anist appeared. Sadly, by the time 
Pogorelich, still young, got 
around to the Liszt Sonata, the in¬ 


dividuality of his musicianship 
was already slipping into eccen¬ 
tricity and the seeming deliberate 
misshaping of scores. Yundi is still 
trenchantly music’s servant. 

To see where it all came from, 
check out the Maxell DVD of his 
performances at the 14th Interna¬ 
tional Chopin Competition in 
2000, which Yundi won. His con¬ 
summate technique and masterful 
interpretive powers are there to see 
as well as hear. While you’re at it, 
check out the accompanying two- 
audio-CD set of Yundi at the com¬ 
petition, which includes even more 
items. Then see you in April. ▼

was Thomas Schoch from Zurich, 
Switzerland.

self condemned. Lumped togeth¬ 
er with Shostakovich and 
Prokofiev, he was officially de¬ 
nounced by the Central Commit¬ 
tee of the Community Party for 
“formalist” compositional ten¬ 
dencies. 

Crushed by the Party’s con¬ 
demnation, he issued an^official 
apology. As acts of penance, he 
wrote Stalin-pleasing scores for 
the - film s Lenin and The Battle of 
Stalingrad. He even agreed to be 
sent back to Armenia to be reedu¬ 
cated. 

After Stalin’s death in 1953, 
Khatchaturian denounced the 
Committee’s judgment and was 
named People’s Artist of the Sovi¬ 
et Union. Shortly thereafter, he 
completed his best-known work, 
the score to the ballet Spartacus, 
later revised and arranged into 
several orchestral suites. 

French twist

aturian Sonata and Dances, fea¬ 
tures violinist Hideko Udagawa 
and pianist Boris Berezovsky in

Flautist Emmanuel Pahud 
joins David Zinman and the Ton- 
halle-Orchester Zurich for 
Khatchaturian’s Flute Concerto.

Tiny 

teacups 

T he latest dance sensation at 848 
Community Space (848 Di- 
visadero in the Fillmore District) 
came last weekend in the form of two 
petite dancers performing a powerful 
full-length piece entitled “Such Tiny 
Danger,” a title that hints at the seem¬ 
ing fragility of the two dancers, and of 
their main props; many tiny tea cups. 

Leslie Suiter and Rachel Shaw dance 
together as swimmingly as dolphins, 
slipping and sliding sensuously 
around one another, but the quality of 
their dance is less water element than 
mineral: the glass of the many teacups 
that create the piece’s brittleness. The 
duo themselves are all fire, full of im¬ 
mense life. The dance overall is air — 
all lightness of being. 

Even before the dancers emerge to 
begin their duet, the audience knows 
the teacups will play an integral role in 
the work. On the back wall, a video 
projection shows hands shuffling three 
teacups in an endless game of hide and 
seek. Beautifully rendered, sometimes 
the images were of black cups against 
white background, or white against 
black, and the shuffling sound became 
part of a rich sound tapestry. In the 
aisle, suspended from the ceiling by in¬ 
visible fish line, a plane of teacups 
bobbed gently at waist height, creating 
an obstacle to be passed through. 

Which is what Seiters and Shaw did 
to start their piece, daintily swimming 
through the dangling cups, the tinkle 
of their striking one another part of 
the sound pattern. Then it was on to 
shuffling cups on a table top, selfishly 
at first, each greedy to grab the cups. 
But then somehow they’re in sync, 
working in unison instead of apart, 
and the dance begins in earnest. 

Seiter and Shaw work through a re¬ 
lationship as tight as that of the for¬ 
lorn lovers in Heavenly Creatures, one 
of Peter Jackson’s early films, before he 
went on to Lord of the Rings legend. In 
that film, two young women develop a 
bond so deep, they’re willing to mur¬ 
der to save their love. In “Such Tiny 
Danger,” two young women dance the 
delicate ballet of a relationship all 
around cups, ever aware of their 
breakability, yet everything balances 
out, nothing gets chipped, nothing 
cracks — at least for the moment. T

That's Why The/re in Cages, 
People! by Joel Perry; Alyson, 
$14.95 

!§ oel Perry is funny. The bald, 

4 overweight, pierced, leather- 
lif clad 40something Perry is a 
gay humorist, raconteur, and es¬ 
sayist whose work recalls Mark 
Twain blown through Boys in the 
Band. His current collection of es¬ 
says, That’s Why They’re in Cages, 
People!, contains a series of quick 
takes on a variety of subjects, 
from S/M to Hollywood to reli¬ 
gion. But in this case, the whole 
turns out to be less than the sum 
of its parts. 

The problem with Cages, People! 
is almost unavoidable. Whenever 
you run 58 essays in sequence by 


Circus maximus 


they call him “the buzzard of 
Broadway,” to which she replies, 
therapeutically, “And how does 
that make you feel?” Arts writers 
and various creative types might 
feel a distinct sense of identifica¬ 
tion and amusement in the ac¬ 
knowledgment of the entertain¬ 
ing travails and triumphs of this 
ego-based business. While the 
theater reviewer recedes to pivotal 
supporting-character status, Lives 
of the Circus Animals introduces a 
whole cast of endearingly neurot¬ 
ic souls bonded by their ambi¬ 
tions in the field of dramatic arts. 

But that doesn’t mean this is a 
book that’s only for those who 
love theatre with a capital T. The 
book is a highly entertaining 
emotional potboiler that, while 
trafficking in melodramatic 
tropes, rings true with warmth 
and issues we all can identify with. 
Bram offers astute observations of 
sensitive Manhattanites both 
straight and gay in the midst of 
creative crises, which brings us 
back to the therapist’s office. It 
seems the aforementioned critic’s 
harsh review of a rising gay play¬ 
wright’s latest work caused it to 
close in the first week, sending the 
writer, Caleb Doyle, into a spiral¬ 
ing, self-deprecating depression, 
writer’s block, and general 
malaise. He also happens to see 
the same shrink to help him 
through it. 

Such tangential social connec¬ 
tions abound, linking the charac¬ 
ters together like a close network 
of Friendsters. Caleb turns to 
phone sex, which leads him to un-

Lives of the Circus Animals by 
Christopher Bram; William 
Morrow, $24.95 

T he opening chapter of 
Christopher Bram’s new 
novel about artistic anxieties 
and familial tensions is set in a 
psychotherapist’s office. A notori¬ 
ously cranky second-string the¬ 
ater critic for The New York Times 
despairingly tells his shrink that

out actor, for whom Caleb’s sister 
works as a personal assistant, who 
happens to be dating an aspiring 
director, who is at work on a 
grade school production of Show- 
boat featuring the critic’s daugh¬ 
ter, as well as directing a gim¬ 
micky theater piece co-starring 
Caleb’s hunky ex, Toby. 

Dream world 

Bram, whose novel Father of 
Frankenstein was the basis for the 
film Gods and Monsters, has a 
great sense of popular narrative. 
The Circus story flows with a fit¬ 
ting theatrical panache. It’s a soap 
opera roundelay in which the 
characters’ emotional interactions 
build and converge at an action- 
packed 40th birthday party. Along 
the way there are backstage ad¬ 
ventures, strip-club encounters, 
disastrous dress rehearsals, fum¬ 
bled sex, familial tensions, and, as 
previously mentioned, therapy 
sessions. (One of the latter reveals 
that the book’s title comes from a 
Yeats poem.) Bram also punctu¬ 
ates and amplifies his rich, 
comedic narrative with dream se¬ 
quences that mirror his charac¬ 
ters’ fears and desires, a device 
that works nicely. 

So do the thinly veiled real-life 
models for the characters. The 
Gods and Monsters connection ex¬ 
tends to the stately actor charac¬ 
ter Henry Lewse, who must face 
the idea of selling out or staying 
true to his Shakespearean roots. 
Lewse equals Ian McKellan, and 
he even appears on the Rosie O’- 


the same author, even the most tal¬ 
ented voice becomes monotonous. 
It’s what editors often refer to as an 
“I” problem. After a few dozen en¬ 
tries, Perry’s sarcasm can become 
cloying, and his humor entirely too 
predictable. The tone of his narra¬ 
tive voice, throughout the book, is 
absolutely consistent. But a lack of 
variety in his approach makes it in¬ 
creasingly hard to slog through the 
individual entries. 

There are some amazingly hi¬ 
larious essays that will make read¬ 
ers laugh out loud. My favorites 
involve “Debbie Allen dance num¬ 
bers” in the Academy Award tele¬ 
casts, and Perry’s opening riff on 
working in a piercing booth at the 
Long Beach Pride Festival. As a sit- 
down read, Cages may work best if 
digested in small doses over sever¬ 
al weeks. Between readings, the 
book might rest comfortably in

Donnell show. Bram also gets 
some inspiration from our very 
own Kiki and Herb, who here be¬ 
come Leopold and Lois — Bram 
doesn’t always get high scores for 
naming characters — a perfor- 
mance-arty cabaret act that gets a 
drubbing when the critic attends 
their show, which is depicted as 
cynical and sour, as well as reveal¬ 
ing a gap between generations of 
theatergoers. 

The main as well as supporting 
characters converge in ways that 
rely on the theatrical convention 
of screwball comedy coincidence, 
but in the small world of urban 
subculture, we all know there’s a 
sizable possibility that your next 
one-night-stand will have some 
crazy, comically uncomfortable 
connection to your ex. Which is to 
say that Bram has a mastery of 
mainstream fiction that playfully 
mirrors reality with page-turning 
panache. And for a book that’s 
bound to be a Palm Springs pool- 
side staple, that’s a very good 
thing. ▼

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Dark passage

Through It Came Bright Colors by 
Trebor Healey; Harrington Park 
Press, $19.95 

he junkies and transients of 

Sixth and Mission Streets 

provide an unlikely back¬ 
drop for a college freshman’s gay 
coming out experience in 
Through It Came Bright Colors. 
Neill, the protagonist of Trebor 
Healey’s novel, lives in the far East 
Bay with his parents and younger 
brother, Peter. He drops out of 
college in Berkeley to help Peter 
endure the operations and 
chemotherapy necessitated by a 
cancer diagnosis. At one of Peter’s 
medical appointments, Neill has a 
fateful encounter with another 
cancer patient, Vince. 

Vince lives in a transient hotel, 
cashing his General Assistance 
checks to buy drugs, and shoplift¬ 
ing to meet other needs. The vir¬ 
ginal Neill is irresistibly drawn to 
bad-boy Vince, and their ill-fated 
romance forms the core of Healey’s 
novel. Neill leaves his suburban 
world behind and starts spending 
every weekend with the troubled, 
erratic Vince in San Francisco. 
Peter ultimately becomes Neill’s 
confessor, but even before his 
brother dies of cancer, Neill con¬ 
cludes that his own tortured first 
love affair is doomed to end badly. 
Neill’s triumph is his ability to find 
light in so much darkness. 

Trebor Healey creates two be¬ 
lievable worlds — one suburban 
and one urban — and manages to 
give life to both through Neill’s 
eyes. The characters are nicely 
rounded, but the structure of the 
novel places the author, and the 
reader, at something of a disad¬ 
vantage. Healey chooses to tell his 
story in the first person, from 



Neill’s point of view. This forces 
every observation through the 
prism of Neill’s perspective. And 
despite Neill’s perspicacity, this 
type of presentation has inherent 
limits. One of the problems that 
arises in Bright Colors is a same¬ 
ness of tone that ultimately makes 
the work prosaic. Neill is a sweet, 
sensitive soul, and Healey gives 
him a cornucopia of metaphors 
and similes that he uses in telling 
his story. When these two factors 
come together, the result can be 
cloying and self-conscious. 

Healey seems to be striving for 
the compassionate simplicity of 
works like Capote’s Other Voices, 
Other Rooms or McCullers’ Mem¬ 
ber of the Wedding, but his prose is 
overwritten. Even the title, 
Through It Came Bright Colors, 
hints at a poetic pretentiousness 
and structural convolution that 
work against the simple, funda¬ 
mental truths of the novel. This is 
not to say that Healey lacks talent 
or that his work should be disre¬ 
garded. But a shift to the third per¬ 
son or a little less internal mono¬ 
logue from the protagonist would 
have made Through It Came 
Bright Colors a stronger work. T 


Stories from Wales

Fishboys of Vernazza by John 
Sam Jones; Parthian/Dufour Edi¬ 
tions, $13.95 

W ales, the birthplace of 
Dylan Thomas and 
Richard Burton, is not 
known as a hotbed of gay fiction. 
But John Sam Jones seems intent 
on changing this with the Ameri¬ 
can debut of his second collection 
of short stories, Fishboys of Vernaz¬ 
za. The opening story, from which 
the collection takes its title, and the 
closing story, “The View from Sasso 
Fermo,”both take place in Italy. But 
all 10 stories in this collection are 
told from the point of view of dif¬ 
ferent gay Welsh protagonists. 

In the current release, the con¬ 
sistent theme of Jones’ writing is 
home and hearth. Even when trav¬ 
eling the seductive Italian coast¬ 
line, Jones’Welsh characters are al¬ 
ways filtering their experiences 
through a prism of Welshness. 
Jones’ strong sense of national 
identity permeates his writing, 
sometimes lurking in the back¬ 
ground and sometimes assuming 
a position central to the story. 

Jones writes with an economy 
of words, employing a lyrical and 
evocative prose style that recalls 
the work of Jeanette Winterston. 
Two of his most effective entries, 
“A Particular Passion” and “The 
Wedding Invitation,” involve gay 
men who come up against the en¬ 
trenched homophobia of Welsh 



culture. The first involves a high 
school teacher who must teach 
human sexuality without ever ac¬ 
knowledging his own. And the 
second story revolves around a gay 
man whose Jewish, English lover is 
excluded by his parents from at¬ 
tending his sister’s Welsh wedding. 
Both stories, while exploring 
themes of national intolerance, 
still offer hope for reconciliation. 

John Sam Jones writes literate 
gay fiction, and does it well. His 
stories are sensual without being 
X-rated, and they involve issues of 
personal growth and change. Al¬ 
though his questioning characters 
face their challenges against a 
Welsh backdrop, like all good writ¬ 
ers, Jones arrives at the universal 
through his exploration of the spe¬ 
cific. Fishboys of Vernazza reflects a 
contemporary gay male journey 
that could take place almost any¬ 
where in the Western world. T
